The hope that President Garfield will re- 
cover from his terrible wound may now be 
reasonably indulged, although his physicians 
say he has many dangers yet to pass. He 
exhibited no unfavorable symptoms yester- 
day, but, on the contrary, steadily improved, 
and his condition late last night was even more 
*ncouraging than when the last bulletin was 
issued. He was able to eat and retain in 
his stomach yesterday more nourishment 
than at any time since he was prostrated by 
the assassin’s bullet. His pulse, tempera- 
ture, and respiration were more natural, and 
he gained much strength from refreshing 
bleep. Altogether, his condition is highly 
favorable, and those near him feel con- 
fident that he will recover.

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[hE PRESIDENT’S FIGHT FOR LIFE. 
4 STEADY IMPROVEMENT DURING THE 
NIGHT AND DAY — THE PATIENT'S 
CHEERFUL TALK — AN INCREASE OF 
NOURISHMENT. 

Wassincton, July 6.—The city has re- 
turned to its normal condition. Business, 
which was interrupted by the attack on the 
President and his critical condition for the 
first 72 hours, is again going on as usual, and 
but for the soldiers quartered in the grounds 
of the Executive Mansion and the bulletins 
which appear from time to time announcing 
the condition of the patient, a stranger visiting 
the capital would hardly suspect that a blow 
had been aimed at the head of the Nation. 
Gen. Sherman and Secretary Lincoln held a 
consultation this morning, and concluded to 
keep the soldiers at the Executive Mansion as 
a matter of precaution until it is definitely 
ascertained that the President is out of danger. 
The excitement has now cooled down and a 
peneral feeling of confidence that Gen. Gar- 
field will recover prevails. The result of this 
ls that the crowds, which for the last four 
days have almost blocked Pennsylvania-ay- 
enue in front of the White House, are no 
longer to be seen, but the least hint of an un- 
favorable change in the President's condition, 
would bring the throng back- again, and it is 
deemed advisable to have the troops in readi- 
ness to meet any possible emergeney. 

To those who have not been in Washington 
since Saturday morning, when the assassin 
fired at the President, it is almost impossible 
to givea clear idea of the change in the ap- 
pearance of the city presented to-day. For 
the first three days after the shooting the 
hotels and streets were thronged with excited 
multitudes eagerly discussing the President’s 
chances for recovery. The good news of yes- 
terday had the effect of allaying the ex- 
citement very materially, and its con- 
firmation to-day has turned Washington 
life back into its old channels. The 
departments are all attending to their 
routine work, the White House has been 
comparatively deserted, and everywhere hope 
nnd confidence have taken the places of alarm 
and doubt. Extras are no longer issued to in- 
form the public of the condition of the Presi- 
dent, and for the first time since the assault 
only three bulletins have been issued by the 
doctors during the day. That the President is 
out of danger would be too much to affirm. It 
will be days and perhaps weeks before the 
Zoctors will feel justified in definitely predict- 
ing his recovery; but since Monday night all 
the syraptoms have been favorable, and his 
condition has improved with every hour. The 
weather has been against the patient, but it 
has been met with his powerful physique and 
his great will power, and the chances now are 
very great that the physique and the will 
power will win the fight, unless some totally 
unexpected crisis arises. 

The weary vigil at the Executive Mansion 
was continued last night, but those engaged in 
watching the bravo patient were inspired by 
hope, and this made their mournful task 
tighter than it has been heretofore. Drs, Bliss 
and Woodward took turns in watching at the 
dedsida of the wounded Prsident, and Mrs. 
Blaine remained with him until about mid- 
night, ministering to his wants as only a ten- 
der and sympathetic woman can. As no un- 
favorable change had appeared at 12 o'clock, 
Mrs. Blaine left the White House to seek the 


rest which she so much needed. She left full 
of hope, and confident that the President’s life 
would be saved. Mrs. Dr. Edson, of this city, 
a most estimable lady and competent nurse, 
relieved Mrs. Blaine, and remained in the sick 
room until thismorning. The night was very 
warm, the thermometer at 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing registering 94°. A very slight breeze was 
blowing, but it came from the north and did 
not penetrate to the President’s room. 
He was constantly fanned by those in attend- 
ance on him, however, and if he suffered any 
inconvenience from the heat he made no com- 
plaints and certainly no evil effects followed. 
At 10:30, as the President had displayed signs 
of restlessness, one-quarter of a grain of mor- 
phine was administered hypodermically, and 
after that he slept very well for a man in his 
condition and rested comfortably throughout 
the night. His naps lasted from 10 to 20 min- 
utes, broken by waking seasons of about the 
same duration until daylight. During his 
waking hours he was cheerful and in- 
clined to talk, but his attendants insisted 
on his obeying the order of the physicians and 
talking was not encouraged. Upon waking 
from one of his naps, he turned to Mr. Crump, 
the steward of the White House, who has been 
a constant attendant upon him since his ill- 
ness, and said, smiling: “It’s too bad we 
couldn’t hold a Cabinet meeting to-day.” 
Yesterday was the regular day for the meet- 
ing of the Cabinet, and the fact that it had 
been missed seemed to weigh upon the mind 
of the President. The thought was a momen- 
tary one, however, and he soon turned over 
and dozed off again. 

Mrs. Garfield passed the night in bed. She 
is anxious to be with her husband all the time, 
but her own health is very precarious, and the 
doctors insist that she shall take her regular 
rest at night. She fs the only one of the Presi- 
dent’s family who has been allcwed to enter 
the sick room since Sunday. The doctors re- 
fuse to allow anybody to ste the President, 
except those who are required to attend upon 
him. To this rule, Mrs. Garfield is the only 
exception. She arose soon after sunrise to- 
day and has been in and out of the President’s 
room all day. She remains only afew minutes at 
each visit, and does not talk to her husband, ex- 
cept to ask the stereotyped question: ‘‘ How 
do you feel now, dear !”’ to which the President 
responds. Perfect quiet 1s the great medicine 
for Gen. Garfield, and both he and Mrs. Gar- 
field recognize the authority of the surgeons, 
and obey their orders. The President is a 
good patient, and very little trouble is given 
by him. He seems to recognize that many of 
the chances of his recovery depend upon his 
own obedience to orders, and although he is 
strongly inclined to talk at all times, when he 
is awake, and especially when Mrs. Garfield is 
with him, he stops himself like an obedient 
school-boy the moment the warning finger of 
Dr. Bliss is raised. He is bearing himself with 
great fortitude, and Mrs. Garfield has exhibited 
a coolness and courage in this crisis for which 
her oldest and most intimate friends had 
scarcely given her credit. 


During the night the President partook of 
small quantities of chicken soup at intervals 
and it remained in his stomach without diffi- 
culty. His pulse and his temperature con- 
tinued gradually to lower, ana every symp- 
tom.was of a nature to gratify the surgeons 
and add to the hope which they had felt since 
tne first favorable change took place on Mon- 
day night. At about 8 o’clock this morning 
people began to gather in front of the gate to 
the grounds of the Executive Mansion in an- 
ticipation of the bulletin which was promised 
for 8:30. The crowd, however, was not near- 
ly so large as it has been for the last four days, 
and the faces of the men showed that they 
were full of hope. The bulletin, when it came, 
was calculated to add to the hopes of the peo- 
ple. ‘The President, it said, had passed 
a most comfortable night and = slept 
well; his pulse had been reduced 
from 108 at9o’clock last night to 98, a fall 
during the nightof 10. This was encouraging, 
but the temperature of the President was'still 
more so. It registered 98 9-10°—within three- 
tenths of a degree of being normal, His res- 
piration was recorded at 23. Upon the re- 
ceivt of this inspiring intelligence the crowd 
dispersed with beaming faces. The news was 
spread throughout the city, and mea worked 
better at their various vocations for the 
knowledge of the President’s steady improve- 
ment. The Cabinet officers began to ar- 
rive at the White House and all were 
overjoyed at the glad tidings. Postmaster- 
General James was one of the first to arrive. 
He grasped the hand of Private Secretary 
Brown, and with the one exclamation, ‘‘ Thank 
God,”’ passed into the Cabinet room. Secre- 
taries Blaine, Hunt, Lincoln, Windom, Kirk- 
wood, and Attorney-General MacVeagh, with 
the ladies of the Cabinet, were early at the 
Executive Mansion, and all went away to 
their several departments with faces wreathed 
in hopeful smiles. Among the other visitors 
were President Hinsdale, of Hiram College; 
Gen. Sherman, Adjt.-Gen. Drum, Judge Field, 
Judge Harlan, and G. W. Phillips, an old 
friend of the President. None were allowed to 
get nearer to the sick chamber than the Cabi- 
net room, but all received such solid founda- 
tions for hope that they left the White House 
with feelings of gratitude and joy. 

During the day the President has rested un- 
commonly well, and his symptoms have con- 
tinued to be of the most favorable character. 
He has slept a great deal, and his naps have 
been natural.and refreshing. After awaken- 
ing from one of them he said to Col. Rock- 
well, who was sitting by the bed fanning him: 
‘*T have a great many dreams, but they areall 
such stuff as dreams are made of.” He rested 
quietly for a few minutes, and then suddenly 
inquired of Col. Rockwell: ‘‘ Have you heard 
any news from Williams yet?’ This is Com- 
mencement Day at Williams College, and it 
was while starting on his journey to be present 
atthe exercises that the President was shot. 
*“Ob, yes,” said Col. Rockwell, ‘‘ we have 
news from there.’”? The President looked at 
him for an instant with his large, sympathetic 
eyes, and then said, interrogatively, ‘* Tender- 
ness?” The question struck the Colonel as so 
laconic that he imitated its brevity and an- 
swered in one word, ‘‘ Immeasurable.” The 
President smiled as though greatly pleased, 
turned over, and dozed off again almost in- 
star tly. 

One of the most hopeful features of the case 
is the fact that the wounded man still retains 
strength enough to move himself. At about 1 
o’clock this morning he exclaimed, *t Oh, Iam 

very weak,” and asked Col. Rockwell and 
Gen. Swaim to raise his feet and place them 
on a pillow, that he might rest more easily. 
Very tenderly the two men raised his right 
foot, but they had scarcely deposited it on 
the pillow when his left foot dropped by 
its side. He had raised it himself and 
placed it in the desired position. The two 
gentlemen looked at him with astonishment 
for a moment, and then Col. Rockwell began 
to laugh. ‘‘ Oh. yes: you’re very weak,”’ he 
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exclaimed. The President smiled, but said 
nothing. He is undoubtedly very weak for a 
man of his physique, but, compared to most 
men in his position, he is remarkably strong. 
During the morning he was given for nourish- 
ment chicken broth, made more nutritious by 
the addition of raw egg albumen. This did 
not satisfy his cravings, and sbout noon he 
said that he was hungry, and wanted a beef- 
steak. A mouthfulof surloin steak was broiled 
and given to him. He masticated it and swal- 
lowed all the juice. He was about to swallow 
the fibre, but the tkought struck him that this 
might not be advisable, and he said to Dr. 
Bliss: ‘* Doctor, shall I swallow it?’ ‘‘ Doas 
you please,”? was the answer. He hesitated 
for a moment and then said: ‘‘I guess I had 
better not,”’ and ejected the fibre. 

At 12:30 the second bulletin of the day was 
issued. It announced that the President was 
still comfortable and taking his nourishment 
well. His pulse had increased to 100, his tem- 
perature had risen to 99 7-10°, and his respira- 
tion remained as at 8 o’clock—23. The slight 
rise in the pulse and temperature at noonday 
was expected, and gave the physicians no un- 
easiness. Soon after this the large bed on 
which he has been resting was changed for a 
narrow one, which presents a smaller heating 
surface, and which stands higher, affording a 
chance for a better current of air to pass 
under it. 

There were few cailers until 8 o’clock, just 
before the hour at which the next bulletin was 
issued. Then Postmaster-General and Mrs. 
James, Secretary Windom and Mrs, Windom, 
Secretary and Mrs. Hunt, Secretary Kirk- 
wood, Mrs. Blaine, Attorney-General and Mrs. 
MacVeagh, Judge Harlan, Commissioner of 
Agriculture Loring, the Rev. Messrs. Power 
and Hobbs, and numerous others entered in 
quick succession. Secretary Blaine arrived 
later. At 8:30 the pbysicians emerged 
from the sick-room, and with them came the 
bulletin, copies of which were eagerly seized 
and perused. It was highly encouraging. The 
President's condition, it said, continued as 
favorable as at the last report. He had passed 
a very comfortable day, taking more nourish- 
ment than yesterday. His pulse was 104, two 
beats lower than at the same time yesterday, 
and altogether he was much better than then. 
General satisfaction was expressed, and soon 
afterward everybody went nome. 

During the afternoon, as the result of a fur- 
ther consultation between the attending phy- 
sicians and Prof. Hildegarde, it was resolved, 
while awaiting the arrival of the special re- 
frigerating apparatus ordered from Boston, to 
try a device based on the system of cooling by 
means of wetted mats, which are used in 
India. At 5 o’clock a heavy thunder-storm 
feil upon the city, which cooled the at 
mosphere considerably for a while. but 
later it grew warm again. At 10 o’clock 
the apparatus arrived and was put 
up in the sick-room. Long V-shaped zinc 
troughs, filled with ice and water, were placed 
under the windows. A common clothes-line was 
strung from side to side, close to the walls, at 
a distance of seven feet from the floor. Over 
this, in front of the windows, were hung 
woolen sheets, so that the ends lay in the 
troughs. The water immediately mounted the 
stuff, and the breeze passing them entered the 
reom charged with the coolness imparted by 
the ice, 

At midnight Dr. Reyburn, who was on 
watch, reported a considerable fall in the tem- 
perature of the sick-room at that time. The 
President was sleeping peacefully and every- 
thing continued favorable, None of the Cabi- 
net ladies are in attendance at the Whito 
House to-night, 
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BETTER CHANCES OF RECOVERY. 

GOOD PROGRESS REPORTED—ALL THE SYMP- 
TOMS MORE FAVORABLE-—-MANY DAN- 
GERS STILL IN THE WAY. 


Wasuineton, July 6.—The 24 hours end- 
ing with 10 o’clock to-night leave the President 
in a better condition than the close of the pre- 
ceding 24 hours. The pulse and temperature 
were marked higher on the last bulletin to- 
night than at 10 o’clock last night, but this is 
attributable to the excessive heat of the day. 
The bedstead on which the President has been 
resting was not comfortable and to-day he 
was puton another. The first was short, and 
as the patient worked down in the bed 
his feet would come in contact with the 
foot-board and thus cause him some 
discomfort. An invalia’s bed and bedstead 
have been ordered, and will reach here to- 
morrow, upon which the sufferer will rest 
more comfortably, and which will enable the 
physicians and-nurses to handle him with 
more convenience and ease. The limited in- 
flammation continues, and the work of ad- 
hesion is proceeding satisfactorily. This in- 
flammation, it should be remembered, is part 
of the healing process, and is the indicator by 
which the physicians are enabled to deter- 
mine the character and extent of the adhesion 
in progress. There are no indications what- 
ever of peritonitis, and the physicians 
believe that the President has passed that 
period when any serious results can be rea- 
sonable apprehended from that cause. There 
are some evidences that the period of suppura- 
tion has set in, but more marked evidences of 
this are looked for to-morrow. It is not im- 
probable that a puscavity may be developed in 
aday ortwo. If so, an incision will be made 
and its contents discharged by means of a 
tube. The physicians have ro alarm about 
the appearance of pus formetions, but are 
rather looking for, and prepared to attack, 
them. During the day the President rested 
comfortably, and enjoyed natural and refresh- 
ing sleep. He has no pains in his lower limbs, 
but the joints area little sore from the tear- 
ing pains that he called “tiger’s claws.’’ He 
took and retained nourishment several times, 
and has had no opiates administered during 
the past 24 hours until 10 o’clock to-night, 
when a hypodermic injection was givep 
to insure rest and sleep. ‘* Altogether,” 
said Dr. Bliss, after leaving the Pres- 
ident’s room at 10 o’clock to-night, ‘‘ you ean 
say that the President is doing remarkably 
well, and the chances of recovery grow 
stronger with the close of every day. We 
hope these favorable conditions will continue, 
and will do all that is possible to promote 
them. But the President has still many dan- 
gers to pass,”’ 


BLAINE AND ARTHUR CLOSETED. 

Wassineoton, July 6.—When THE TimEs’s 
correspondent called on Vice-President Arthur 
this evening he found him closeted with Secre- 
tary Blaine. Tne conference lasted nearly an 
hour. Both gentlemen looked fresh, bright, 
and altogether different from yesterday and 
the day before. When this fact was mentioned 
to Gen. Arthur he replied with asmile: ‘ As 
the President gets better I get better, too.”’ 
Mr. Blaine cheerily answered a question as to 
what was new'hby saying: ‘‘The President is 
doing splendidly, splendidly.” Since Gen. 
Arthur arrived in town two or three memhers 


of the Cabinet have made it a practice to call 
on him at Senator Jones’s residence every 
morning, and two or three others every even- 
ing. Secretary Blaine has not missed an even- 
ing, and his visits have lasted from 40 min- 


utes to an hour each.

WHAT DR. HAMILTON THINKS. 
HE BELIEVES THAT THE CRITICAL PERIOD 
IN THE CASE IS PASSED. 

Dr. Frank H. Hamilton, of this City, who 
is watching with the deepest interest the de- 
velopments in the President’s case, received 
the following dispatch from the attending 
physicians at Washington yesterday after- 
noon: 

EXrcuTIvE MANSION, t 
WASHINGTON, July 6, 1881, 
Dr. Frank H. Hamilton: 

Since our telegram of yesterday the case has 
continued to progress favorably. The Presi- 
dent was quite comfortable during the day, 
and needed no morphine until bed-time last 
night. His mind was perfectly clear, but he 
obeyed our injunction to refrain from conver- 
sation. The afternoon exacerbation of 
symptoms heretofore observed daily did 
not occur; on the contrary, a_ slight 
diminution in the frequency of the pulse 
took place—by 8:30 in the evening 
106; temperature, 100 9-10°; respiration, 24. 
During the afternoon he had several small 
solid evacuations from the bowels, the first 
since the accident. They occurred without 
pain or discomfort, and contained no trace of 
blood. During the early evening, from 7 till 
10 o’clock, he was troubled occasionally by 
acid eructations, but, suspending tie adminis- 
tration of nourishment for a time, this symp- 
tom disappeared at 10:30. One-quarter of a 
grain of morphine was administered hypo- 
dermically, being the only morphine given 
since our telegram to you yesterday. He 
slept very well during the night, and expressed 
himself as feeling quite comfortable, though 
weak. This morning at 8:30 o’clock his pulse 
was 98; temperature, 98 9-10°, and respiration, 
23. The tenderness of the lower extremities 
to the touch has considerably dimmished. He 
is taking with relish every two hours some 
chicken broth, made more nutritious by the 
addition of raw egg albumen, At 12:30 P. M. 
to-day his pulse was 100; temperature, 99 7-10°, 
and respiration, 23. Will continue to keep you 
advised of the progress of the case.

“The information contained in this tele- 
gram,” said the Doctor to a Times reporter 
last evening, “is very encouraging in its 
character.

‘‘Oh yes, much more hopeful. It now seems 
as if there was every reason to look for the 
President’s recovery. The views expressed by 
Dr. Loomis in THE Times this morning were 
particularly sound as to the varieties of peri- 
tonitis and indicating that the variety to be 
apprehended now in this case is of all the least 
dangerous. The President’s symptoms are of 
simple traumatic peritonitis such as, occurs 
with ordinary wounds on the body. I believe

VOICE OF NEW-YORK LEGISLATORS. 
RESOLUTIONS PASSED IN THE ASSEMBLY 
AND JOINT CONVENTION. 

ALBANY, July 6.—Soon after the opening 
of the Assembly this morning the Repub- 
licans, at the suggestion of Speaker Sharpe, 
proposed an expression of opinion as to the 
heinous crime at Washington, and, following 
the lead of the Democrats yesterday, very 
properly condemned the attempted assassina- 
tion, and gave voice to the hope that the Pres- 
ident may recover to discharge his duties, and 


tendered heartfelt condolence and sympathy 
to the President’s family. The Speaker, at 
his desk, called attention to the motion, say- 
ing that it was in fraternal recognition of the 
action of the minority, and after consultation 
with members of the House, that he desired to 
offer a series of resolutions, which he read as 
follows: 


Whereas, A great crime has been committed in 
the city of Washington whereby the life of the 
chief magistrate of the Nation has been imperiled. 
a happy and loving family cast into profound grief, 
and the heart of a great and patriotic people bowed 
in sorrow; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Assembly of the State of New- 
York does hereby express its deep condemnation 
of this foul deed of attempted murder as revolting 
to the moral sense of the civilized world. 

Resolved, That this Assembly, recognizing in 
James A. Garfieia a chief magistrate sincerely de- 
sirous of fulfilling the responsible duties of his 
high office with loyal regard to the interests of the 
whole country, does hereby tender him its pro- 
found sympathy and respect, and the assurance 
that, with humble submission to the Divine will, 
this Assembly does most earnestly hope for his 
speedy return to health and to the exercise of the 
duties to which the people have called him. 

Resolved, Ynat to the family of the President, 
and especially to his heroic and devoted wife, we 
tender our heartfelt condolence and the assurance 
of our sympathetic regard. 

Resolved, That a copy of the resolutions, proper- 
ly attested, be forwarded to the Secretary of State 
of the United States, with the request that he lay 
them before the President and his family at such 
time as he may deem suitable. 


Speeches were made by Mr. Brooks, Mr. 
Raines, and Mr. Alvord in support of these 
resolutions, the remarks of Mr. Alvord, full of 
vigor and feeling, eliciting warm applause. 
The resolutions were adopted by a unanimous 
rising vote. 

In the joint convention of both houses, Mr. 
Husted, considering it proper that the joint 
assembly should notice the attempted assas- 
sination, offered the following resolutions, 
which were adopted by a rising vote: 


Whereas, The whole world has stood aghast at 
the terrible crime of the assassin Guiteau; and 

Whereas, The people of this country, with tear- 
ful eyes and throbbing hearts, have in anxious sus- 
pense awaited the tidings from their beloved chief; 
and

challenge the admiration of the civilized world, 
we send our words of love, of hope, of anxious 
heartfelt prayer, that he may soon be returned to 
perfect health and strength.

State we voice the united sentiment of the people 
in invoking the divine blessing to guide and 
strengthen him in this deadly and terrible struggle.

The letter was shown to Gen. Garfield rather 
as a curiosity than as a communication to be 
answered, and he several times afterward re- 
ferred to it humorously as an illustration of 
unparalleled audacity and impudence. 


THAT POSTAL ORDER OF GUITEAU’S. 

Mr. Charles J. Brian, the agent of an insu- 
rance company in this City, called on Postmaster 
Pearson yesterday and explained his connection 
with the statement that he had sent a postal order 
of $25 to Guiteau. Mr. Brian said that during last 
Winter Guiteau brought hima “risk.” Mr. Brian 
investigated it, and finding it a proper one accepted 
it. Guiteau wasentitled to $40 commission on the 
issue of the policy. Before the matter was settled 
he obtained an advance of $10 from Mr. Brian, and 
subsequently, at his earnest soiicitation, Mr. Brian 
paid him $5 more. In the meantime Guiteau went 
to Washington, On March 9 Mr. Brian sent Guiteau 
the postal order of $25, closing up the account. 
Mr. Brian begged Postmaster Pearson not to re- 
voul the name of the insurance company with 
whieh he was connected,and Mr. Pearson complied 


with his request.

RUMORS AT LONG BRANCH. 

LonG Brancnu, July 6.—An absurd rumor 
startled the residents of Long Branch this evening. 
It. was said that, notwithstanding the hopeful signs 
of the last two or three days, President Garfield 
had died this evening, and that Gen. Arthur had 
poisoned himself. The story of President Gar- 
field's death standing alone might have 
found some believers, but when it was 
supplemented by the rumor of the  Vice- 
President’s suicide, it was set down at 
osce as & coarse and heartless hoax. It did not 
impair the confidence of the people in President 
Garfieid’s ultimate recovery. The residents here 
are already preparing to celebrate, by the tiring of 
cannon and a great jubilee meeting, the 
first announcement that the President has 
passed the point of danger in  sefety. 
The bulletins setting forth his condition are sought 
+nd read with an interest and eagerness that have 
known no abatement since the storv of the at- 
tempted assassination first became known. Pri- 
vate telegrams continue to be delivered to Gen. 
Grant and they are all of the same hopeful tenor 
with those the telegraph offices display. Gen. 
Grant speot the largest part of the day in New- 
York, but as faras can be learned here, the ex- 
pected conference between himself and ex-Sena- 
tor Conkling was not heid. 


AMERICAN SURVEYORS MURDERED 


THIRTEEN MEN OF THE MEXICO CENTRAL 
FORCE FOUND DEAD. 

Sr. Louis, July 6.—Dispatches from Santa 
Fé say that private dispatches from Paso del Norte 
state that yesterday a party of Americans on the 
way to Chihuahua returned to Paso del Norte, re- 
porting to Mr. George X. Anthony, General Mana- 
ger of the Mexican Central Railroad, that at the 
point where the road from El Paso to Chihuahua 
enters the Saw Hills, 40 miles from El Paso, they 
found 13 dead bodies, a portion of the sur- 
veying party of that road locating the line to 
Chihuahua. The surveying party which originally 


started was in charge of Locating Engineer 
Cc. C. Upham, a ‘native of Illinois, and En- 
gineer M. Cunningham, and was about 
30 men strong. Armed parties were immediately 
sent to the scene of the reported massacre. So far 
none of the names of the. killed have been ascer- 
tained. It is not known whether the raid was 
raade by Indians or Mexicans, but it is supposed 
some of Victorio’s war chiefs and right-hand men, 
who, with about 80 warriors, escaped from the 
‘Tres Castillos tight, are the perpetrators. Another 
dispatch, dated Las Cruces, yesterday, says: ** Ad- 
vices received here to-day state that the south- 
bound stuge onthe El Paso and Chihuahua line 
was attacked by Indians, about 100 miles south of 
El Paso, and four passengers and two drivers were 
killed. One passenger escaped, wounded. A re- 
port has alsoreached here to the effect that the 
entire surveying party of the Mexican Central 
Railway had been killed by Indians in Old Mexico. 
A company of Mexican cavalry has been sent out 
from Chibuahua to investigate the report. 


A private dispatch received in this City last 
night states that Engineer Upham is one of the vic- 


tims of the massacre. The correspondent had tele- 
graphed to Gov. Anthony for details, and was mak-

SHIZING AN AMERICAN CITIZEN. 


—~ -—_ 
THE SON OF A GERMAN, NATURALIZED HERE, 
SEIZED AND PUT IN THE GERMAN ARMY. 


HARTFORD, July 6.—An aggravated case of 
the arbitrary interference of the German Govern- 
ment with the rights of naturalized American citi- 
zens has recently come to light here, and is caus- 
ing much comment. The facts are these: In 1871 
Frederick Brink, about 50 years old, came to this 
country with his family from Rhenish, Prussia. He 
was a skilled dyer, and was employed by the 
Cheney Prothers at their silk manufactory at 
South Manchester. He was acapable and willing 
man, and made his way to a _ responsi- 
ble and lucrative position. He had _ sev- 
eral children, the oldest of whom was a 
bright boy of about 13 years when the family 
arrived in thiscountry. Brink was duly natural- 
ized and became an American citizen. ‘Iwo years 


ago the oldest boy, William, became of age. He 
went before the board for admitting new voters 
“and proved that he came to this country before he 
was 18 years of age, and was, therefore, under the 
laws, entitled to be regarded as an American citi- 
zen upon his father’s papers, His case was a clear 
one; he was admitted as an elector and has voted 
at elections ever since. Last Spring the father 
and son got leave of absence from their employers 
in order to visit briefly their old home in Germany. 
They took no passports, as it would have 
been well to do, but the father took 
along his naturalization papers, which he 
supposed would be amply sufficient to establish 
the fact of his being an American citizen. While 
temporarily separated a short distance, at Dorp- 
muhel, the son was seized by German officers and 
put into military service as a private in the Six- 
teenth Infantry, on duty at Cologne. The young 
man and his fatver both represented the facts to 
the authorities, and showed them the evidence of 
the father’s naturalization. 

As soon as the outrage was known the Cheneys 
immediately took active steps to secure a release. 
Congressman Buck and Senator Hawley have had 
an official statement prepared, with the necessary 
records and affidavits, so that Secretary Blaine can 
atonce demand release as a matter of right. 
Young Brink, aside from being a duly qualified 
elector, has served for four years in Company G, 
First Regiment, C. N.G. There can be no doubt 
that as soon as Secretary Blaine communicates the 
facts and the evidence to the American Minister at 
Berlin the German Government will immediately 
be asked to direct the release of the young man, 
and tt is impossible to suppose it can do otherwise 
than grant the request promptly.

REDUCING INTEREST ON LOANS. 

HARTFORD, Conn., June 6.—The Society for 
Savings in this city, the largest savings bank of the 
State, with assets of nearly $8,500,000, has decided 
practically to reduce the rate of interest of real 
estate loans from 6 to5 percent. Borrowers are 
at liberty to give notice to the bank that, after the 
expiration ot the next six months, they desire to 
pav only 5 per cent. The bank managers will 
then have a new inspection of the property made, 
and if satisfied with the security will reduce the 
rate; if not satisfied, they will give notice to 
the borrower how much the loan must be reduced 
inorder to obtain the reduced rate of interest. 
The intention is to make all ‘‘gilt-eaged” loans 
bear only 5 percent. The result will probably be 
similar action on the part of other savings banks

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION BILL. 


SENATORS DISCUSSING AMENDMENTS, 
TAKING NO ACTION, 

ALBANY, July 6.—On the opening of the 
session this morning, the Senate went into 
committee of the whole, Senator Lynde in the 
chair, on the Railroad Commission bill. The 
first section having been read, Mr. Winslow 
moved to amend line six by substituting Sept. 
1 for June il, as the time prior to which the 
Governor should appoint the Commissioners 
provided for in the bill. The motion was carried. 
Mr. Murtha then moved to strike out all after 
the word ‘‘of’’? in the second line and add 
**the State Engineer and Surveyor, who shall 
be invested with all the powers conferred on 
the Commissioners by the bill.” Mr. Forster 
moved to amend the amendment by adding to 
the State Engineer the ‘‘Controller and one 
Assistant Commissioner, to be known as the 
Railroad Commissioner and to be appointed 
by the Governor and Senate.” Mr. Madden 
said he was decidedly in favor of Mr. Murtha’s 
amendment, which would not increase the 


number of offices. There were too many 
offices already ; offices were at the bottom of 
our recent calamity, and it would seem that 
the more offices we had the more officers 
would run the risk of being shot. 

Mr. Jacobs asked whether, in other States, 
the Raiiroad Commissioners were not elected 
by the people. Mr. Forster replied that he be- 
lieved they were, at least, in some of the 
States. Mr. Forster then changed his amend- 
ment so as to make the commission consist of 
the Controller, the State Engineer, and a 
**Commissioner of Common Carriers,’’ to be 
elected by the people, and, in tke event of a 
vacancy, to be appointed by the Governor and 
Senate until the next general election. 

Mr. Madden opposed the whole bill. There 
was no necessity of it. While these railroad 
reformers were grumbling railroad freights 
had been reduced more than one-half, and 
were constantly being reduced. New rail- 
roads were being built that would create com- 
petition ; three new roads were now being con- 
structed through this State, and freight would 
regulate itself. This talk about ‘‘monopoly”’ 
was a humbug gotten up by demagogues or 
persons knowing nothing about business or 
railroads. Every enterprise that proved a suc- 
cess was called a ‘‘ monopoly” by some people. 
The Associated Press was a monopoly of the 
worst kind; why not attack that? This 
whole bill was a muddle, drawn by somebody 
who knew nothing about the subject. He 
moved to strike out the enacting clause. 

Mr. McUarthy said this question of railroad 
transportation was an important one, but he 
did not believe a State Railroad Commission 
would be the proper means of rectifying any 
evils connected with it; it would be far better, 
in his opinion, to trust the Legislature, which 
directly represented the people. State com- 
missions, with perhaps a single exception, had 
proved a failure in every State that had tried 
them, and in some cases they had proved to be 
corrupt political machines. The whole sub- 
ject of railroad transportation in this State 
must be treated with reference to the divers 
means of transportation in other States, to the 
end that this State shall not lose the trade so 
importaut to its prosperity. 

After some further discussion, and before 
any action was taken on Mr. Forster’s amend- 
ment, the committee rose and reported prog- 
ress. In the Senate, Mr. Forster moved to 
discharge the Committee of the Whole from 
further consideration of the bill and order it 
toathird reading with the amendments al- 
ready adopted. Hesaid his object was to have 
the bill thoroughly discussed when it came up 
for a third reading and amended so as to be 
satisfactory to a majority of the Senate. Mr. 
Jacobs moved to amend Mr. Forster’s motion 
by committing the bill to the standing 
Committee on Railroads, with instructions 
to incorporate the amenament of Mr. Murtha 
and report the bill to-morrow morning. The 
motion was lost, as was also Mr. Forster’s 
motion to order to a third reading. A motion 
that the Committee of the Whole have leave 
to sit again was then adopted, and the bill was 
made a special order for to-morrow at 10:30 
A. M. : 

Mr. Schroeder introduced a bill authorizing 
the Trustees of the Brooklyn bridge to acquire 

property for the approaches to the bridge. It 
was ordered to a third reading, with a proviso 
that it be printed before being put uvon its 
passage.

Lonpon, July 6.—Two tenders and a 
steamer with a large quantity of provisions 
have left the Clyde to search for the disabled 
steamer Vandalia. 

The reports from the steam-ship Britannic 
this morning afford hopes that, if the weather 
continues favorable, she will be floated to- 


morrow. Six steam-tugs are now employed 
in taking off the cargo. The divers report 
that there are three holes in the starboard side 
of the vessel, and that they can be stopped. 
The steam pumps from Liverpool arrived ves- 
terday. There is now every hope of saving 
the ship.

AGREEMENT REACHED 


THE CONFERENCE OF REPUBLI 
CANS TO BE HELD TO-DAY. 

ITS FAILURE TO-DAY, TWO MEMBERS BEING 
UNAVOIDABLY ABSENT—SPEECHES MADE 
UPON THE NECESSITY OF AN ELECTION 
—THE MEETING TO BE CALLED AGAIV 
FOR THIS EVENING. 

Apany, July 6.—Unless the Conkling 
men in the Legislature are prepared to assume 
the name of obstructionists and to take all the 
consequences which are sure to follow that 
very clearly deserved reputation, they can no 
longer persist in refusing to join with their 
party associates in the Legislature toselect twa 
Republican Senators. The conference called 
by 65 members held a meeting to-night, at 
which 63 members were present personally. In 
preparing the call the mistake was made, and 
it was discovered soon atter it was put in circu. 
lation, of requiring that the entire 65 men re- 
quired to call the conference must be present 
and voting to bind any of its signers by the 
action of 54. Urgent business and sickness 
were not taken into account as causes likely to 
interfere with the attendance of the whole 
number, and the result was that when the 
time came for proceeding under the call twa 
signers were found to be unavoidably absent. 

The work of originating, circulating, and 
securing signatures to the conference still has 
been chiefly prosecuted by Mr. Phillips, of 


Orleans, and Mr. Turck, of Ulster. Thess 
two gentlemen wereat firstinclined to vote for 
Mr. Conkling, but soon became convinced that 
his election was not only not desired by theil 
constituents, but was also impossible, as 4 
large majority of all the constituencies in the 
State had expressed their opposition to him. 
To show that they were inclined to compro- 
mise, they have voted for some time for a 
half-breed for the short term and a Stalwart 
for the longone. While neither had any oppo- 
sition to Mr. Depew, both were aware that 
there was some feeling against Mr. 
Depew in their districts, but not enough to 
prevent them from voting for himif a substan- 
tial majority of the Legislature should for- 
mally accept him as a candidate. Mr. Turck, 
who began his Legislative career under disad- 
vantages, in the lead of the Speaker, hus re- 
deemed, in the later stages of the session, a 
record which did not promise to be very satis- 
factory to him. Since he has broken loosa 
from aleader and governed himself by his own 
judgment he has been more at ease and more 
of a man in the House, and there is no doubt 
that his constituents think better of him and 
that he respects himself higher for the inde 
pendent attitude he has taken. 

The call, as perfected this morning just be- 
fore the invitation was made known, was 
drawn by Mr. Phillips, and has only been cir- 
culated since last Thursday. As perfected and 
signed it was as follows: 

Whereas, More than four weeks have been spent 
in a vain attempt to elect two United States Sena 
tors to fill the vacancies occasioned by the resigna 
tion of the Hon. Roscoe Conkling and the Hon. 
Thomas CU. Platt; and

demanded alike by the interests of members of this 
Legislature and by the interests of the whole peo 
ple, speedily to fill said vacancies; therefore 

We. the undersigned, Republican members of the 
Legislature, do hereby agree that wnen 65 or more 
Republican members of the Legislature shall hava 
signed this paper we will attend a conference of 
such signers, together with all other Republican 
members who may join us, and at such conference 
proceed to vote viva voce for candidates to fill 
said vacancies; and when two candidates shall 
have each received 54 votes cast in said confer- 
ence, 65 or more voting, we wili make said candt- 
dates so receiving such number of votes our candi- 
dates at the next and each succeeding meeting of 
the joint assembly until the said candidates shall 
be elected, provided one candidate shall be selected 
from each of the two principal divisions of the Re-

Just before the joint convention adjourned 
to-day, Mr. Phillips, rising to a question of 
privilege, called attention to the dispatches to 
THe New-York Tres of last night, and to 
the statement there made as coming from 2 
Stalwart in which the conference call was 
characterized as a trap.

He had made a remark of similar purport to 
Tue TIMES’S correspondent, but no reference 
was made to that.

At 8 o’clock to-night, in response to the cafi, 
the signers, excepting only Mr. Baker, of 
Saratoga, and Mr. Sipp, of Erie, gathered in 
the Assembiy Chamber. A large audience 
collected outside the bar of the House, and ox 
on the edges of the conference were several 
Conkling men, who attended the meeting 
simply as spectators. Mr. Phillips, of 
Orleans, called the conference to. or: 
der, and named Senator McCarthy as 
permanent Chairman. Dispensing with speech- 
making, Senator McCarthy proceeded te 
business. On Mr. Turck’s motion, two Secre- 
taries, Senator Davenport and Mr. Low, of 
Niagara, were appointed, and the roll of the 
Republican Senators and Assemblymen, in- 
cluding signers of the call and all others, was 
calied. Fourteen Senators responded. At first 
there were only 4 Assemblymen present, but 
four others afterward answered. Mr. Baker, 
who was a'sent, authorized Mr. Potter 
to say that he would be governed 
by the action of the conference as if he was 
present. Senator Woodin moved that the roll 
be called, and that all answering to their 
names abide by the action of the conference. 
This was carried. Mr. Boardman, who did not 
understand the purport of the resolution, af 
first declined to answer, but afterward 
withdrew his objection. When the Sec 
retaries had announced that only 59 
members were present, Mr. Hamilton, in view 
of the fact that 65 had signed with the under- 
stancing that 65 must be present and voting 
to dind ail who had signe, offered a resolution 
reciting it as the imperative duty of the ; 
lature to elect two Republican Senators, and 
cordially inviting all Republican members 
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to a conference, honorable to all parties, 
to be held on Thursday night, at 8 
o’clock, a notice of the conference to 
be read in joint assembly to-morrow, Mr. 
Turck had sup he said, that the signing 
of the call would be as bindin = the sign- 
ers to attend as the vote of the conference 
was to be binding upon their action. Mr. But- 
ler, sending the caucus call issued on May 30 
by Messrs. Sharpe, Gillette, Carpenter, and 
Draper, had it read, toshow that the Conk- 
won Spoeeg are now refusing to accept precisel 
such an invitation as they had expected all 
Republicans to accept then. " 

Mr. Hamilton, in explaining his position, 
mde a long speech, in which he said that after 
the failure to call a caucus in the regular way 
by the committees of both houses, it was 
thought that the members could go on voting 
for whom they liked, making concessions in 
convention by which candidates to succeed 
Conkling and Platt could be elected. Some 
had united and others had been unable to 
unite. He had been opposed to one of 
the leading candidates, but it seemed to 
him that there should be an end of 
the voting: that when an assassin had 
nearly killed the President, and there was no 
one to take the place of the Vice-President if 
anything should happen to him, the Republi- 
cans should in some way come together and 
elect. It had seemed feasible to do this under 
the call, and to secure two men honestly and 
fairly for whom 65 men would vote. The peo- 
ple were tired of the dallying of the Legisla- 
ture, and if they recognized their duty, they 
would give up their individual preferences and 
submit to the voice of the majority. 

Mr, Husted said that the caucus call referrad 
to by Mr. Butler had only been signed by four 
persons, and had not been issued by the Cau- 
cus Committee, as no meeting of that commit- 
tee had been held for the purpose. 

Mr. Crapser expressed his opinion that Mr. 
Hamilton’s resolution meant a caucus. ‘We 
are drifting that way,” said he, “‘ very fast.” 
He did not see that it made any difference 
whether it was called a caucus ora confer- 
ence. Neither did he consider it would do 
any harm. He had favored calling it by a 
new name, and thought they all ought-to ac- 
cept it asa duty to be performed. 

Senator Madden* had a few words to say, 
and then Senator Pitts spoke very vigorously 
of the necessity for an immediate election of 
two reputable Senators. That news tele- 
graphed to the President would be far pleas- 
anter and would please the people far more 
than the of resolutions. Tne Legisla- 
ture had been fooling away its time, takin 
one ballot when it ought to have balloted al 
day until its work was done. That was all 
past, and now in any honorable and (fair way 
they were ready to join with their Republican 
friends in choosing two representatives in the 
United States Senate. 

Mr. Skinaer spoke of the importance of im- 
tnediatgly electing Senators. it would be giv- 
ing the President good beefsteak in place of 
**wishy-washy”’ stuff. 

Senator Woodin said they could not meet 
too soon to suit him or the people. He thought 
they would not waste time by talking a little 
to-night, as there was a good deal on their 
minds that ought to be got off. For five weeks 
they had been balloting. For reasons obvious 
they had not elected. They had all formed 
attachments for men and for their personal 
success and these attachments had proved a 
stumbling-block in the way of success. ‘‘ There 
is one thing that has got to be done,” said 
he, emphatically. ‘‘ We have gut to forget our 
partialities and prejudices, or we shall never 
elect Senators.” No man’s name had been 
mentioned whom he would not drop in a 
moment to elect. When they all met in 
that spirit, then they could elect. No better 
intelligence could be wafted to James A. Gar- 
field on his bed of pain than the tidings that 
the Republicans in New-York State had 
elected two Senators who would go to Wash- 
ington to uphold hisarms, They had a duty 
to perform, and if they could not do it they 
should adjourn, go home, and hide them- 
selves from the gaze of men. ‘ While 
we can almost pear the pleadings of that 
family, stricken in grief, nothing would har- 
monize so much with those pleadings now as 
the news that this State had elected two Sena- 
tors to support the President. It is time for a 
little plain talk. It is time that we should de- 
hnounce that wicked spirit, born of political 
strife, which sent the ball into the President’s 
body, and itis our duty and privilege to re- 
buke it. Wecan’t do itif we are here as par- 
tisans. We have got to forget men and enter 
upon our work as patriots. Let us bring no 
uame with us that will prevent us from doing 
our duty to the country as men and patriots.” 

This speech was warmly applauded, and so 
were the concluding remarks of Mr. Raines, 
who took occasion to explain his position. As 
a man who had originally favored a caucus, 
be trusted sincerely that every Republican 
who had signed the call and‘those Republicans 
who had not signed it and who desired to obey 
their constituents, would lay aside all 
arguments about consistency and unite 
with their friends of the  Legis- 
lature ang elect. If they refused, 
he called attention to the responsibility they 
invited. “If they stand in the gap to refuse 
after 65 have united to elect, and so block the 
wheels, on their shoulders alone will rest the 
responsibility of having the next Senate or- 
ganized by Democrats. If it is a responsibili- 
ty they wish to take upon their shoulders, I 
envy them neither their heads, their judg- 
ments, or their hearts.” 

Messrs. Alvord, Phillips, and Hickman 
spoke in the sume strain, and then Senator 
Schroeder, who apprehended nothing practical 
would result from another conference under 
the Fhillips call, favored calling a caucus in 
the regular way. Circumstances had changed 
since Corkling had attempted to call a caucus. 
A regular call had never been issued. He be- 
lieved if one was called now _ the 
majority could determine the mode of 
action to be adopted in nominating 
candidates. He offered a substitute for Mr. 
Hamilton’s resolution, ee for a Republi- 
can caucus, to be held on Friday night at 8 
o'clock, 

Mr. Woodin, calling attention to the differ- 
ences between a conference and a caucus, 
showed that one would require the nomination 
of one Stalwart and’one hal-fbreed, that they 
they must be chosen by a viva voce vote, and 
that the demand that a candidate must have 
54 votes, instead of a bare majority, to be 
named as a candidate in the joint assembly. 

Mr. Schroeder at length consented to with- 

draw his resolution, although he said he be- 
lieved his proposition would remove the ob- 
song of the Conkling men to meet with 
them. He approved a suggestion made by 
Mr. Duguid that a committee be named to 
confer with the Conkling men as to aplan of 
agreement. The resolution offered by Mr. 
Hamilton was then put to the conference and 
carried by a unanimous vote. 

Although the conference failed to accom- 

lish what it had been hoped it would, it has 

ad the happy effect of bringing together a 
large majority of Republican members who 
are desirous of reaching an election, and who 
are determined that there shall be an election 
of two Senators who will not provoke strife be- 
tween the President and the Senate. It is 
altogether probable to-morrow, if 65 members 
are not present, a vote will be taken to ascer- 
tain whether 60 will not permit the agree- 
ment to be made that that number shall be 
sufficient to vote, and that 54 votes cast for a 
candidate, or a less number, shall bind the 
vhole number present.

A MAJORITY AND A MINORITY 
REPORT SUBMITTED. 
THE REPUBLICAN MEMBERS MERELY SUB- 
MIT THE TESTIMONY WITH REFERENCE 
TO THE ACTION OF THE COURTS—A LONG 
REPORT FROM THE DEMOCRATS. 
ALBANY, July 6.—As expected, the Brad- 
Ky investigating committee made its reports 
this morning. Mr, Skinner, who it was be- 
lieved would make a_ separate report 
of his own, signed that of Messrs. 
Scott, Boardman, Carpenter, and Dra- 
per, which merely recited the fact 
that an allegation of bribery had been made, 
that an explicit denial had been put in, and 
that the Grand Jury had, pending the exam- 
ination, brought in several indictments against 
persons accused of improper conduct in Legis- 
lative matters, The committee very prop- 


erly forbore to reach any  conclu- 
sions, satisfying itself with the  sub- 
mission of testimony and the reference 


to the action of the courts, The report of the 
Democratic members—Mr, Shanley and Mr. 
Brooks—was a voluminous document, pre- 
pared by Mr. Brooks, and read by him from 
the desk. It would have answered very well 
as @ summing up argument if it had not quali- 
fied asevere judgment of Bradley by several 
positive statements concerning Senator Ses- 
sions. It contained no deductions not hereto- 
fore reached by the newspapers. Democrats 
in the House were impressed, as Republicans 
were, that Mr. Brooks’s argument, which will 
be printed at the expense of the State, will be 
found useful hereafter as a campaign docu- 
ment.

THE MAJORITY REPORT. 

To the Assembiy: 

The committee appointed in pursuance of 
the resolution hereafter set forth to investigate 
charges of attempts to bribe members of the As- 
sembly, present the following report: 

On the 9th day of June last the Hon. Samuel HB, 
Bradley, a member of the Assembly, rose in his 
place and stated that corrupt propositions had 
been made to him, accompanied by money to influ- 
ence his vote in the matter of electing United States 
Senators, which was then pending in the Legislature. 
Thereafter, and on the same day, other members of 
the Legislature made charges of a similar nature, 
whereupon a preamble and resolution were adopt- 
ed by the Assembly, of which the following isa 
copy: [Here is inserted # copy of the resolution 
that a committee of seven be appoiuted.] In pur- 
suance of such resolution, the cominittee pro- 
ceeded at once to investigate the particular charge 


preferred by Mr. Bradley, as well as the 
charges made by other members of the 
Assembly in connection with the election 


of United States Senators, Eminent counsel ap- 
peared for and in behalf of the persons charged by 
Mr. Bradley with making the proposition to him, 
and the committee was represented by able coun- 
sel, to whom was intrusted the conduct of the in- 
quiry into all the matters that were brought to the 
attention of the committee. The investigation 


extended through a period of about two 
weeks, and the printed report of the 
testimony taken and the proceedings 


had formed a volume of 500 pages, which accom- 
pany this report. The testimony of Mr. Bradley 
was direct and positive, and he unequivocally 
charged that on the 8th day of June last he was 
approached by the Hon. Loren B. Sessions, a mem- 
ber of the present Senate of this State, who at the 
same time offered and paid to him the sum of 
$2,000 for the purpose of influencing and 
inducing him to change his voie for United States 
Senator and to cast his votefor Chauncey M. De: 
pew tor said office. The denial of Mr. Sessions 
was as definite as the charge of Mr. Bradley, and 
his testimony in support thereof was equally posi- 
tive. The remaining evidence in the case is cir- 
cumstantial. Besides the testimony relating to the 
charge preferred by Mr. Bradley, evidence was ad- 
duced upon the investigation tending to 
prove that active members of the Assem- 
bly had been approached by one Charles 
A. Edwards, with corrupt proposals and offers of 
money, for the purpose of influencing their votes 
for Chauncey M. Depew for United States Senator. 
During a portion of the time that the investigation 
was in progress the District Attorney of the County 
of Albany was present and heard the testimony, 
being the officer especially charged by the Consti- 
tution and laws of the State witb the prosecution 
of the said persons charged with the offense of 
attempt to bribe. He instituted proceedings 
against such persons as soon as practicable. 
After the examination of the witnesses who were 
eee and sworn before the committee, aud 
efore the proceedings and testimony were printed 
and furnished tothe committee and an opportu- 
nity was given them to examine it for the purpose 
of reporting thereon, Senator Sessions and Charles 
A. Edwards, who were charged with the crime, 
and others were severally indicted by a Grand 
Jury of the County of Aibany, upon which indict- 
ment they were arraigned and handed over for a 
trial in the Court of Sessions of said county, 
a court having jurisdiction in the premises. 
Official information of the finding of the bills of in- 
dictment and the subsequent proceedings taken as 
above stated was furnished to the committee by 
the said District Attorney, as will appear from the 
following communication, viz.:

Dear Sir: Im response to your request to be in- 
formed asto whether the newspaper reports to the 
effect that Senator Sessions, A. D. Barber, E. R. Phelps, 
and Charles A. Edwards have been indicted for at- 
tempted bribery of members of the Legislature are 
true er not, I would say that those reports are correct; 
that they have been arraigned, pleaded not guilty, 
and have given bail. They will be tried as svonas I 
can properly prepare thelr cases for trial. Very re- 
spectfully, yours, D. CADY HERRIC 
District attorney. 
The courts having taken cognizance of the of- 
fenses charged to have been committed, and which 
are the same that the committee was required to 
investigate, the committee is of the opinion that, 
witbout further instructions from the Assembly, it 
would be improper and unwise for them to preju- 
dice the cases by rendering or submitting to the 
Assembly a decision upon the evidence that has 
been taken therein, and, therefore, they submit 
with this report the evidence and proceedings taken 
on such investigation for the consideration of the 
Assembly. From the nature of the resolution ‘t 
may be well doubted it it were expected or in- 
tended that the committee should go further than 
to report the evidenca and proceedings. Itis not 
probable that at the time of the adoption of the 
resolution it was contemplated that immediate 
action would be taken by the courts in respect 
to the matters intrusted to the committee for 
investigation. The committee deem it proper 
to express the opinion that in view 
of the agitation an excitement that  ex- 
ists respecting the election of United States Sen- 
ators, in connection with which the charges of 
bribery and attempt to bribe were made, any ac- 
tion or attempted action on the part of the com- 
mittee, in advising or attempting to advise the As- 
sembly in regard to the charges, would tend to em- 
barrass the administration of justice; that it 
would not be just to the people or the accused, and 
that it would be disrespectful to the courts which 
have taken cognizance of all the criminal acts and 
offenses alleged to have been committed by the 
parties referred to or in any way implicated.

THE MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned, in considering the question of 
bribery, embodied in the charges presented by 


Samuel H, Bradley on the 9th of June to the As- 


sembly, and by the Assembly committed to a 
special committee with power tosend for witnesses 
and compel their attendance, beg leave to present 
the following records and conclusions growing out 
of the examination of the facts: 

The investigation was authorized upon the state- 
ment of the chief accuser, Mr. Bradley, that corrupt 
propositions had been made to him in the form of 
moyey by Lorin B. Sessions,a member of the Senate; 
that these offers were made in two of the hotels of 
the city on the 8th of June, pending an exciting elec- 
tion in the Legislature for two Senators in Congress, 
to take the places vacated by the Hon. Roscoe Conk- 
ling and the Hon. Thomas C, Platt. The statement 
made by Mr. Bradiey to the Assembly, and sworn 
to by him before the committee, is most positively 
denied in general and in detail by Mr. Sessions, 
either as to the payment of money, promises 


to pay money, or the mention of the word 
money in the interview held on the &th of 
June or at any other time. If Mr. Bradley's 
statement is true a great crime has been committed 
in the State by one of its Senators, and if it is not 
trae a crime of no less magnitude has been com- 
mitted by one of the members of the Assembly. 
Both of them belong to the present dominant party 
in the Legislature, and are before the Legislature 
as accused and accusing parties of each other. 
The Constitution, article 15, provides that ‘‘ any 
raon holding an office under the laws of this 
tate who, except in payment of his legal 
salary fees, or perquisites, shall receive or consent 
to receive, directly or indirectly, anything of value 
or of personal advantage or the promise thereof, 
for performing or omitting to cat ype any official 
act, or with the express or implied understanding 
that his official action, or omission to act, is to be 
in any degree influenced thereby, shall be guilty of 
a felony.” Tho second section of the same article 
provides that “amy person who shall offer or 
promise a bribe to an officer deemed 
guilty of a felony. and liable to punishmen 
* ** and that “any person who shal 
offer or vromise a hrib& if it be rejected 
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by the officer to whom it is tendered, shall be 
deemed guilty of an attempt to bribe, which is 
hereby declared to be a felony.’”” The Constitution 
oe points out what constitutes pscand d whether 
y the tender of money or other valua le consid- 
eration on the one hand, or of receiving either 
upon the other side. This provision of constitu- 
tional authority was framed after careful delibera- 
tion and for reasons fully set forth at the time as 
to the necessity of its adoption. It was the act of 
the most recent constitutional body assembled in 
the State, and was approved in November, 1874, 
by a vote of 351,693 of the people to 
a vote of 177,928 against it. Had the provision 
been presentea tothe people asa single propost- 
tion, unincumbered by other provisions of less 
ublic interest, or as one of perjury or false swear- 
ng, as laid before the committee, and now pre- 
sented to the Assembly, or as one of conspiracy, 
calumny, and slander, as has been alleged by the 
chief party accused, it is beyond dispute that no 
honest or elie citizen would have given a 
vote against it. The offer or expectation of money 
from any private source for a yote in the Legisla- 
ture, or from any corporation forany public or 
official service for such vote, is a crime against the 
State, and the law so pronounces it and names the 
penalty for such offense. 

In the olden time, when the States and Govern- 
ments of civilized countries were presumed to be 
more scrupulous than they are at present, the pun- 
ishment for felony was imprisonment for a longer 
or shorter period of time, and in extreme cases 
the offenders lost thelr lives. In our own time and 
country, underthe —_— law of the State—public 
opinion—and by all just ideas of cecent and 
honest government, the offense of bribery is the 
basest and meanest of publiocrimes. It not only 
dishonors the State at large, but reflects discredit 
upon all in official service where the crime is com- 
mitted, and no discrimination can be made be- 
tween the party actually bribed and the party de- 
liberately tempting the person consenting to be 
bribed. Inthe case before us Mr. Bradley admits 
that he received $2,000 on the certain expuctation, 
if not the direct and repeated promise, that he 
would vote for Mr. Depew as one of the Senators 
to represent the State in Congress. He would 
not, or did not, take the $1,000 first of- 
fered, but consented at a later hour, on 
the statement of Mr. Sessions that he (the 
latter) would see what was the best he could do, 
to receive the sum of $2,000. He received it in his 
own room, after an agreement or appointment 
made by and with Mr. Sessions to go there, and 
after the first $1,000 had been tendered tohim. It 
is not pretended, quoting the words of the Consti- 
tution, that he rejected the money which he 
alleges was offered him by Mr. Sessions. The sur- 
render of money at the right time _ right 
way, and to the right person, if improperly 
accepted, is to be commended;‘but for 
the latter would it be, and in the case 
before us would it have been? If the 
money had never been received, then the act of 
receiving the bribe money and the public act of ex- 
pesing the crime committed would have been 
avoided. Asa general principle of truth in the 
performance of duty it may be stated that no man 
dare offer a bribe to a person who is not willing to 
receive it, or by whose life or character he does not 

resume that he will take it. It is the receiving of 

ees, perquisites, or anything of value, or consent- 
ing to receive them for a vote upon any official act 
done or expressed, promised, or implied, which the 
Constitution makes a felony, (and in this respect 
the State Laws of 1869 are in full accord with the 
Constitution, as amended in 1874.) 

The law and the Constitution are one in naming 
the offense. In both briberyis an act of felony, 
and the law names as the proper punishment im- 
prisonmént in a State prison for a Lerm not ex- 
ceeding five years, or afine not exceeding $5,000, 
or both, inthe discretion of the court. The State 
law is no less exacting, and is far more particular 
in its provisions than the State Constitution as to 
what is meant by promising or taking any- 
thing of value, or for promising or per- 
forming any official action or actions 
relating to the honor of the State and the in- 
tegrity thereof. The return of ill-gotten plunder 
from motives of conscience, or from motives of 

olicy and duty, is not without many precedents 
fh the history of the world. Both the best known 
and worst known example Is recorded in the_be- 
trayal of the Son of God. For 30 pieces of silver 
Judas betrayed his Master, but when he had count- 
ed the cost of his betrayal, stricken in his con- 
science as he witnessed at once the success and 
consequences of his crime, he repented of the 
deed done, cast down in the temple the money 
received from the chief priests and_ elders, 
and paid by them for the betrayal of Christ. 
This one vile act has stood formally recorded in 
history for nearly 1,900 years as the price of blood, 
and as sofrecorded in heaven and earth it can 
never be blotted from the memory of the world. 
The 30 pieces of silver paid to Judas were returned 
by him too late to save the life betrayed, but it 
was returned to those from whom it was received. 
Also, the deed done cost the betrayer the loss of his 
] fe in a self-inflicted murder, the remembrance of 
which is an example for all time, both of the crime 
then committed,and as a warning against the misuse 
of money in any betrayal of trust. The event is 
bot without its mora! and its instruction, and that 
moral and instruction teaches us—and not less in 
politics than in the other walks and practice of 
life—that honesty is always the best policy. 


MR. BRADLEY’S STATEMENTS. 

The statements made by Mr. Bradley at his 
own home, pending the canvass of votes for Sena- 
tor here—that some startling occurrence would 
thereafter take place at Albany—was the beginning 
of the end of the finally announced fact that 
money was offered to him by Senator Sessions, to 


vote for Mr. Depew for United States Senator. 
The occurrence thus predicted was far more 
startling than the prophecy itself. Mr. 
Bradley has stated that he referred to the 
“star route exposures at Washington,” and 
he is entitled to the benefit of this state- 
ment es to what he meant; but as these 
exposures in Washington long preceded the vote 
for Senators in Albany and the date of the resigna- 
tions of the two Senators from this State in Wash- 
ington, the undersigned must be excused from be- 
lieving that the prophecy thus made referred in 
any way to the extraordinary developments in 
Washington as to the plunder of some hundreds of 
thousands of dollars by men and combinations of 
men in the service of the Federal Government as 
contractors for carrying the United States mails. 
The sworn record of Mr. Sessious is a denial of the 
whole sworn statement of Mr. Bradley as to the 
proffer of the first $1,000, named in the corridors of 
the Delavan; of the payment of $2,000, sworn to 
have been received by Mr. Bradley in his room at 
the Kenmore Hotel, and of another $1,000 contin- 
ent upon the election of Mr. Depew, and 
Oe also swears that the question, mention, 
or subject of money was in no way named, 
used or suggested by him during the admitted 
interviews of the 8th of June. The statement of 
the offer, nevertheless, of thig money for a base 
purpose is as circumstantial and complete on the 
one side as is the denial of the offer or even of the 
naming of the word money upon the other. To 
this general denial of the truth comes the added 
offense of the formal oath imposed in the solemn 
invocation, ‘So help meGod,”’ the Almighty be- 
ing appealed to to secure the utterance of the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth. 
Upon the soul of one ot these two witresses rests 
the responsibility of the false oath and upon the 
evidence before the committee only the great 
Searchernof hearts, whose powers include all that 
belongs to omniscience and omnipotence can 
answer who is guilty of tne single c1ime of perjury 
or the double crime of bribery aud perjury to- 
gether. Inthe public eye, where the accused and 
accuser hold responsible places in the leading State 
of the Union, where 5,000,000 people are repre- 
sented by bodies so small as compose the Senate 
and Assembly, tne crime of felony and perjury, 
one or both, is without apology, palliation, or ex- 
cuse. If Mr. Bradley is to be believed, Senator 
Sessions not only paid the $2,000 to him with no 
apparent or real reluctance on his part to receive 
the money, but also said to him that they had been 
payipg but $2,500 on a contingency. Whatever 
this contingency was nowhere appears, and it is a 
relief to state that no evidence has been given that 
any such sum of money, or any sum of money, 
was paid to any member of the Legislature except 
by the one man who swears ho received the $2,000 
for his expected and promised vote for Mr. Depew 
after he had been voting for Messrs. Conkling 
and Piatt. While Mr. Bradley stated in the 
cigar store at Olean that he could get 
$5,000 for voting for Mr. Depew, if so disposed, 
and that anybody could get alikesum forso voting, 
there is no evidence whatever from himor from 
any other person that any such sum was offered; 
and yet it is proper to remember again and again 
that the statement of Mr. Bradley as to the receipt 
of this $2,000 is as clear as an oath can make it. 
Under this oath he swears that he received the 
money after supper in his own room—No. 66—ate 
the Kenmore House, with the door of his room 
locked by his own hand, with} Senator Sessions 
seated by him upon his own invitation to be so 
seated, long after the first $1,000 had been promised 
or offered at the Delavan House at an earlier hour 
of the latter part of the same day. It is nowhere 
said that this $2,000 was rejected or in 
any way refused. It is also admitted by 
Mr, Bradley that the money was received for votin 
for Chauncey M. Depew, and with no expression o 
dissent as to the motive for doing the deed or for 
the act itself. 

The undersigned fully agree with the report 
made in the United States Senate inthe case of 
Alexander Caldwell, elected tothe United States 
Senate fromthe State of Kansas. It was shown 
that $60,000 were exvended in this election, and 
that Thomas Carney, a rival candidate for the Sen- 
ate, a former Senator in Congress, and once Gov- 
ernor of the State, received $15.000 of this $60,000 
for withdrawing from the canvass and for using 
his influence for Caldwell. Senator Morton, 
as Chairman of the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections, declared that the place 
held by Caldwell was purchased by money. 
The investigating committee were of the same 
opinion, except in the fact that the money did not 
go to members of the Legisiature. It was in this 
contest for and against a pure election that Sena- 
tors Morton and Conkling stood on opposite sides, 
the former earnestly defending the report of the 
committee, and the latter opposing it with his 


accustomed zeal and ability. whe New- 
York Senator held that from March, 
1871, to March, 1873, (when Senator Mor- 


ton moved a resolution that ‘“‘Caldwell was 
not duly and legally elected,” he had been received 
and sworn in, and ever since sat as a Senator, re- 
ceived pay as a Senator, and exercised ali the 
privileges of a Senator. Therefore, he possessed 
every qualification which the Senate had a right to 
exact. Nosuch argument, however, prevailed in 
the Senate, and if Mr. Caldwell had not resigned 
in all probability he would have been expelled, as 
every public man should be who receives a bribe 
or pays a bribe, as charged in the case before us, 
or for ‘any like offense inthe use of money for 
votes in the Legislature. 

The telegram marked “confidential,” dated 
Washington, May 18, and sent by Mr. Davenport to 
Senator Strahan, at Albany, is the second marked 
feature of the evidence before the committee. 
Senator Strahan swears that Mr. Davenport said 
to him at 11:30 o’clock on the night of the same

meaning the office of Marshal for the District of 
ew-York.) According to Senator Strahan’s testi- 
mony, Mr. Davenport said: “I am authorized to 
offer you the place if you will accept it.” Speak- 
ing by authority also, he again said to Senator 
Strahan that he did not know that this offer would 
be made after the adjournment of the Lezislature, 
or if he (Strahan) failed toact against Mr. Conk- 
ling’s return to the Senate, or if he did not "follow 
the Administration desire in the selection of a can- 
didate for Senator.” 


RESULTS OF THE INVESTIGATION, 
Leaving this branch of the subject where it is 
placed in full before the Assembly, the undersigned 
elicit from the full examination, and from the con- 
fession of at least one witness before the committee 
of investigation, the following facts: 


First—The positive use and misuse of money at 
Albany in connection withthe election of two 
United States Senators in the canvass growing out 
of the resignation of Senators Conkling and Platt. 

Second—The presence in Albany of a large num- 
ber of citizens, official and otherwise, State and 
Federal, intrusted and engaged inthe election of 
two United States Senators by the State Legisla- 
ture, to which body the Constitution and the laws 
commit the sole right of elections. While there 
is no proof of the positive use of money by the so- 
called lobby to control the Legislature in the elec- 
tion of Senators in Congress, there is evidence of 
undue influence of men holding both Federal and 
State offices to control this election, and this un- 
due influence includes the almost constant pres- 
ence of the Vice-President of the United States, 
and the almost constant presence of the two 
United States Senators who resigned their places, 
one of whom, through 31 ballots, asked fora re- 
election from the Legislature which gave him his 
first election, The presence of other candidates 
has also been conspicuous from the beginniag. 

Third—The evidence alse includes the fact that 
Senator Sessions, pending the election, drew from 
the banking-house of Spencer Trask & Co. $6,616, 
and closed his accounts at this bank on the 17th of 
June. The sums of $12,500, $3,500, $2,000, and 
$20,000 were drawn by parties friendly to Mr. 
Depew, but no evidence was given that any part of 
the money here named, except the $2,000 paid to 
Mr. Bradley, was used for any corrupt purpose; 
nor is there any proof of any intention so to use it. 

Fourth—The promise was made of ahigh Federal 
office—that of United States Marshal within the 
District of New-York—to one member of the Legis- 
lature to influence his yote for a Senator 
in Congress, the promise or expectation comin 
from a United States Commissioner and Unite 
States Supervisor of Elections, John I. Davenport. 
It was made to State Senator Strahan, of New- 
York City, at the Union League Club, on the night 
of the 18th of May, and was made to influence Mr. 
Strahan’s vote in the election of Senators in Cor- 
gress; but it is proper to state that when Mr. Dav- 
enport appeared before the committee he confined 
his so-called * authority” simply and solely to Mr, 
Knox, the friexd of Senator Strahan, who was con- 
firmed as Marshal on the following day. It is also 
proper to state that Senator Strahan was not in 
any way moved from his purpose of action at 
slbeny by any of the promises of Mr. Davenport in 
New-York, whether they were genuine or not. 

Fifih—The apparent tender of money for legis- 
lation andthe promise of money in the case of 

three, if not four, members of the Assembly for 
votes or influence growing out of the election of 
Senators, was before the committee, but without 
any positive knowledge of the exhibition of money, 
thoughin one case it was presented in an envelope 
bearing the name of Mr. Armstrong, of Oneida, 
and supposed to contain money, but this was to 
compensate him for his vote upon a bill which had 

assed the Legislature, and the offer was rejected. 

he testimony does not show'one dollar received by 
any member of the Legislature or directly cffered 
in the form of money fora vote for any candidate 


for Senator in Congress, except, as_ before 
stated, in the one case of Mr. Bradley, 
who, at page 10 of the testimony, swears 


that Mr. Sessions said: “I can get you a 
thousand dollars to put in your vest-pocket to 
vote for Mr. Depew;” who there listened to this 
enticement, talked about it, said it would be just 
as bad to vote for Chauncey M. Depew without 
getting any money asto get it, listened again to 
the temptation and statement, “I will go up stairs 
and see what is the best I can do.”’ and from this 
temptation, by appointment with Mr. Sessions, 
(pages 11 and 14,) he went first tothe room of Mr. 
Sessions, and then went up one story to his own 
room, where the door being locked by Mr. Brad- 
ley, both men seated themselves, and the money 
was paid to him in three bills of $500 each and in 
10 bills of $50 each. Inthe report of this interview 
there was no dispute, while Mr. Sessions, (page 
21,) in regard to the money, swears “ there was not 
one word said in relation to money at all, 
and that there never was any allusion 
made to money by him nor by me.” 
What may also be called a mystery is the use of 
nearly $50,000 in eurrency by men of established 
credit and with accounts in banks at Albany, New- 
York, Utica, and Buffalo, and the carrying of large 
sums of money about the persons of their owners, 
instead of using either express companies for the 
transmission of money as between New-York, Al- 
bany, and Buffalo, orthe use of bank checks, which 
business men are accustomed to use in the trans- 
mission of money and in all ordinary business 
transactions. 

The undersigned, in presenting their views of 
the purpose of the Assembly in submitting the 
charges made by Mr. Bradley, desire to state that 
they do not consider the committee of which they 
are members as a court of Jaw, nor as a grand 
jury, where ex parte testimony precedes com- 
viaint, arrest, and prosecution, to be followed by 
trial. If im any sense such a body is a court, 
it is a court of equity and justice, as between man 
and man, to decide upon their best judgment and 
upon the testimony and facts before them who is 
guilty and whois not. Norin their conclusions to 
arrive at a just result have they dwelt at length 
upon what is called circumstantial evidence as to 
the guilt or innocence of Senator Sessions or of 
Mr. Bradley. The varied occupations and charac- 
ters of the two men, with their antece- 
dent lives and acts—the younger man in 
Various states, places, and stations of life, once 
the victim of intemperance, but by most commend- 
abie self-possessiou mastering the vice; atone time 
playing cards for money, but reforming in this, 
also, since his marriage; the elder man, cool, sa- 

acious, experienced, the masterof himse!f and 
fils fortune and surroundings, an admired member 
of the lobby, many times at the State Capitol, and 
once or more at the Federal Capitoi—are all set 
forth in the testimony, and have been printed and 
presented to the State and country. Wedraw no 
different conclusions from the testimony and from 
reflection upon it since taken than what is open to 
each reader, student, and observer of the two men, 
looking to the antecedent lives of each. What we 
would be most glad to know is what the 
testimony does not reveal—who furnished the 
money handed by Mr. Bradley to the Speaker of 
the Assembly, who in turn’ placed it before the 
committee, and which is nowin the safe of the 
State Controller? This mystery may, and we hope 
will, be solved by the court before whom the re- 

eated charges of Mr. Bradley against Mr. Sessions 
Pave gone foracoming trial, and where also, under 
like arraignment and Indictment, have gone other 
charges as to the attempted use of money in the 
Legislature for purposes ending in, if not intended 
to — the State by, a defilement of the public 
service. 


WHAT THE MINORITY SUGGESTS. 

The undersigned regret to differ from the ma- 
jority of the committee as to the work assigned to 
the committee by the Assembly, or in their conclu- 
sions as to the subject-matter to be reported 
upon. The gravest charges were made be- 
fore the Assembly by one of its mem- 
bers against one of the State Senators. They were 
sent to the committee for investigation, for report, 
and for conclusions, Short of this their work 
scems to us to be incomplete, if not evasive. The 
opposite course throws upon a court to meet here- 


after results which belong to the present hour. To 
a Legislature which may be practically dead when 
that court hears the case postponement coines 
neither to conclusions nor to opinions as to 
the innocence of the accused, of the accus- 
ers, or of other parties invoived in the ex- 
amination. This feeble result, ending as it 
does in no final judgment and in no 
recommendations, does not seem to us to cover 
the work sent to the committee in the resolutions 
adopted by the Assembly on the 9th of June and 
moved by the writer of this report, who feels sure 
that such was not the intent of their origin or 
purpose when the Assembly gave powerto send 
for persons and papers, with the object of making 
tbe work as far as possible complete. In conciu- 
sion, the undersigned present the following reso- 
lutions as proper forthe approval of the Assembly: 


Resolved, That it is in evidence before the Select 
Committee that Samuel H. Bradley, memberof As- 
sembly from the First District of Cattaraugus Coun- 
ty, was in possession of $2,000, which sum of money, 
upon his Own _ sworn statement, alone was placed in 
his hands on the 8th of June, 1881, in his own room at 
the Kenmore Hotel, by loren B. Sessions, State Sena- 
tor, representing the Thirty-second Senatorial Lis- 
trict in the Legislature of:1880-81, and composed of the 
Counties of Cattaraugus and Chautauqua. 

Resolved, That the receipt of this money by Mr. 
Bradley for his expected and promised vote for 
Chauncey M. Depew, a candidate before the Legisla- 
ture for United States Senator, was in violation of the 
law of 1869 and of the State Constitution adopted in 
1874, both of which make the receipt of money for the 
object or purpose named an offense defined as felony. 
The willing ee of money fora vote in the Legis- 
lature, even for the alleged purpose of exposing the 
= offering the bribe, is not contemplated as an 

nnocent act either by the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion or by the laws of the State—chapter 742, passed 
in 1869—which particularized the act, the offense, and 
the punishment. 

Resolved, Tnat while it ig in evidence that Senator 
Sessions has been accustomed to receive sums of 
money, and in one case aslarge a sum as $500, for his 
work and influence in securing the passage of & single 
bill through the Legislature, ana that beiore his elec- 
tion to the Senate he had the reputation of being what 
is commonly known and unyerstood asa “ lobbyist,” 
the only evdence before the committee that $2,000 was 
paid by him to Samuel H. Loy gy for his expected and 
promised vote for Chauncey M. Depew, is the sworn 
statement of Mr. Bradley himself. Po other evidence 
came before the committee that shows that any other 
sum of money was paid to, or received by, any other 
member of the Legislature. 

Resolved, That in regard to the use of money _ 
ing the Senatorial canvass, there is complete evidence 
of the fact that Mr. Sessions drew from his bankers— 
Messrs. Spencer Trask & Co.—the sum of $6,616 in 
currency, and that nearly $50,000, including this sum, 
was drawn and used by other parties friendly to Mr. 
Depew, but no evidence was offered that any part of 
this money was used to control or influence the 
choice of Senators. The parties drawing the money, 
so far as they became witnesses, swear that it was 
used in their own private business, It did not please 
the counsel on either side to call as witnesses Messrs. 
Barber, Edwards, or Phelps, whose names were niost 
prominent in the use of the several sums of money 
named before the committee. 

Resolved, That the testimony taken before the com- 
mittee apapates by the Assembly on the vth of June, 
1881, be laid before the District Attorney and Grand 
Jury of the County of Albany for such qrominatign 
and action as by them may be deemed necessary 
the appointed trials to come before the court, and 
with the wish of the committee and of the Assembly 
that in every case whenever and wherever there has 
been any vidlation of the law or of the Constitution. 
there may be 4 thorough prosecysion of the same, and 
such punishment provided as is due for the crime

TEACHERS IN CONVENTION 


DISCUSSING EDUCATIONAL METH- 
ODS AT SARATOGA. 
DIFFERENCES OF OPINION AS TO THE TRUE 

WORK OF TEACHERS’ INSTITUTES — 
PRESIDENT LAWS, OF MISSOURI, ON 
TEACHERS AND TEACHING IN HIS STATE. 
SaratoGca, July 6.—The New-York State 
Teachers’ Association opened to-day with a report 
of the Committee on the Methods of Education, 
read by Principal F. B. Palmer, of the Fredonia 
Normal School. This was discussed by Principal 
T. N. Beebe, of Canandaigua, who said that children 
should have something to aim at. Purposeless 
work in school was of no use. Dr. Hoose, of Bing- 
hamton; Mr. Barker, of Buffalo, and Mr. Ross, of 
Seneca County, continued the discussion. The 
latter advised teachers to follow up their own 
methods in school work, rather than to copy after 
others who had different surroundings. Mr. 
Clapp, of Geneva, and Mr. Griffith, of Oneida, 


also spoke on the same subject. An inter- 
esting paper on teachers’ institutes and in- 
struction was read by Superintendent OC. 
F. Barnes, of Little Falls. He _ criticisei 
some learned instructors of institutes who did not 
have the peculiar teaching faculty quite sharply. 
Institutes should be conducted by the best instruct- 
ors, and teachers should be compelled by law to 
attend, regardless of the wishes of ignorant or 
would-be economical Trustees. Commissioners 
should attend to all routine work, making it brief 
as possible, so as to leave the instructors all the 
time possible to do their particular and special 
work. Conductor John Kennedy, of New-York, 
indorsed the paper of Mr. Barnes, and thought 
teachers should be specially prepared for their 
work. Institutes could not supply educational de- 
ficiencies. They could impart theories and meth- 
ods, but practice imparted the training. Commis- 
sioner John B., Riley, of Plattsburg, thought the 
institutes were not doing the work they ought to 
do. They were less necessary now than before 
normal schools were so numerous, Commissioner 
A. R. Baker, of Cedar Hill, thought tnat pro- 
grammes of the institute should be sent to all teach- 
ers some time before the institute met, and they 
should be required to prepare themselves for con- 
sidering them. Mr. Ross, of Seneca, did not favor 
a compulsory law for the attendance of teachers. 
It was unnecessary in his county. 

President Laws, of Missouri University, was in- 
vited to speak. Hesaid he had come specially 
from New-York to attend this association, hoping 
to learn something from the discussion here. Re- 
ferring to the subject of institutes, he said it was 
one of the indeterminate ones which had not at- 
tained a footing in his State. In reply to a ques- 
tion, he said there were about 8,000 common 
schools and perhaps 12,000 teachers. There were 
about 30 academies, with various private schools, 
doing work intermediate between the common 
schcol and the university. There were three 
special normal schools, which had peen only about 
10 years in being. Coeducation had existed 13 
years in his university, but not “identical educa- 
tion,” a specific course being provided for the 
girls. The degree for them was entitled ** Bachelor 
of Domestic Arts.” One entire course in chem- 
istry was devoted to the ‘‘ Chemistry of the House- 
hold.’”’ They also had a special course devoted to 
physiology and hygiene. The common school sys- 
tem of Missouri had been copied from that of 
New-York. 

The afternoon session opened with the report of 
the Committee on Educational Advancement, read 
by R. E. Post, of Ithaca. The Ward method has 
been successfully introduced into many schools. 
The ABC system isathing of the past. Schools 
are kept a longer time in the year, but the quality 
of teachers eannot be improved until better wages 
are paid in the country districts. The paper was 
further discussed by Commissioners Riley, of Pitts- 
burg; Wait, of Rensselaer County, and Mr. Van 
Name, of thesamecounty. Principal Thurber, of 
Boston, discussed the recent uewspaper criticisms 
on the public schools. The tendency of education, 
he said, is not to create a distaste for work. It is 
not the business of schools solely to fit boys and 
girls to earn a living. Parents who are able 
should pay for the tuition of their children, 
and those not able to pay should be com- 
pelled to send their children to schoola certain 
partof each year. Conductor Kennedy, of New- 
York, recommended a live and vital supervision to 
keep out incompetent and lazy teachers, put in by 
interested persons. Superintendent Beattie, of 
Troy, spoke of the evil uses of school funds being 
diverted as spoils for politicians, and the discour- 
agement to teachers by the educational press con- 
tinually finding fault. Dr. Hoose. of Binghamton, 
said no system was worth anything which could not 
stand criticism. Principal Myers, of Plattsburg, 
spoke of the deplorable condition of schools 
in rural districts. He would multiply and 
extend institutes for the benefit of teachers 
in rural districts. The institute drill must 
be broughtto them. Dr. Clark, of Canandaigua; 
Conductor Lantry and Mr. Buell, of Booneville, 
continued the discussion. Superintendent Robb, 
of Cohoes, gave some account of hia way of teach- 
ing, and said he made his boys to understand the 
dignity of !abor. Superintendent H. R. Sandferd, 
of Middletown, and Principal C. R. Abbott, of 
Brooklyn, further discussed the subject, and Mr. 
Thurber closed the subject by answering some of 
the criticisms. 

At the evening session Principal H. B. Emerson, 
of Buffalo. read a paperon the study of Latinin 
high schools. His conclusion was that Latin should 
be taught with other branches iu high schools ina 
thorough manner. The translation of Latin not 
only added the knowledge of new words to 
& pupil’s vocabulary, but also gave him 
practice in the construction of sentences and 
the facility of expression of his thoughts. 
The Rey. Dr. Marshal, of New-York, gave an 
address on the genealogy of the modern lecture 
and its position in modern educational agencies, 
He said the lecture wes a necessity of modern 
life—summaries of special subjects were 
demanded by the people as a source 
of information. They had no time to go 
through courses of study, and so satisfied them- 
seives by the lecture, which took the place of the 
ancient drama as well as imparted information. It 
was reformatory and corrective aud a co-operative 
power with the press. 








LISTENING TO MR. BEECHER. 
MEETING OF THE NEW-JERSEY TEACHERS— 
MR. BEECHER ON THE NEW PROFESSION. 

Lone BRANCH, July 6.—About 150 members 
of the New-Jersey State Teachers’ Association be- 
gan atwo days’ meeting at the Sea-side Chapel, in 
Chelsea avenue, to-day. J. M. Green, of Long 
Branch, presided. The Rev. C.J. Young, of this 
place, delivered the address of welcome, and Su- 
perintendent Lockwood, of Monmouth County, 
responded. County Superintendent Davis, of 
Essex County, read a paper on ‘* How Shall Teach- 
ers Best Secure Experience with Least Detriment 
to Pupils?” and a discussion on that subject en- 
sued between several members of the association. 
Dr. Hanlon, the President of Pennington Seminary, 
was to have read a paper on ‘“ The Mission of the 
Public Schools,’ but could not be present. and 
Superintendent Dickinson, of Hudson County, 
made a brief address on the subject. 

But the main interest of the day’s meeting lay 
in the address of the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher in 
the chapel this evening, on *‘ The New Profession.” 
Mr. Beecher said that,tried by the ordinary standards 
of political and social economy, the great mass of 


men are worthless. By such a test of worth, the 
working-man is third in the scale and next 


to the great class of hangers on 
and idlers who do not produce as much 
as they eat. When those of this last class 


die, no one misses them, and the temptation to 
tkank God for their disappearance is strong. But 
in the higher scales by which God _ tests 
worth, every life is valuable. All over Europe 
even the working men are accounted as 
nothing; and in Engiand down to the time 
of Cowper they were held only in con- 
tempt. These have their worth of course. 
Even those who, producing nothing, bettering or 
improving nothing, live only to consume, have 
their value. Of what good is a single brick except, 
Mr. Beecher added, parenthetically, to throw at 
the cats; buta million bricks make the mansion. 
The old Puritans rebelled against the feelings 
and the laws that oppressed manhood, and 
came here to found a Government whose cor- 
ner-stone is the individual worth of every man, 
however humble. The success of their ex- 
periment depended upon the elevation of 
the humbler classes. He had seen a hotel covering 
asquare raised. The turning of 3,000 jacks be- 
neath it hoisted it, but the top went up with the 
impuise from below. So it was with the people. 
What agencies are potentin this country to effect 
thiselevation? Wearetold the newspapers. There 
are some good newspapers and some bad ones, but 
they all pander to the depraved tastes of the 
masses, because by doing so they can best sell their 
prints, Nor will the church doit. Allthe temptations 
to which the worldly yield are operative within 
the churchmen’s pride, and exclusiveness, and sel- 
fishness. There is but one agency potent for the 
urpose, and that is the American common school. 
here everybody is free and equal. All are on one 
level. The foreigners who come here with their 
varying notions on socia!, moral, and political top- 
ics send their children to the public schools, and 
there they are taught the American idea of progress 


and freedom.

INSTRUCTORS IN VERMONT. 
OPENING THE SESSION OF THE AMERICAN 
INSTITUTE AT ST. ALBANS. 

Sr. ALBANS, Vt., July 6.—The session of the 
American Institute of Instruction opened this 
morning in the hall of the Academy Building with 
a full attendance. Presideut Mowry introduced 
Gov, Farnham, of Vermont, who delivered an ad- 
dress on behaif of the State of Vermont,welcoming 


the institute to the State. He alluded feelingly to 
the sadness cast over all by the absence of the 
President, and the horrible reason for that absence, 
President Mowry then deiivered the annual address, 
He alluded to the President’s intention to be here, 
and his fali by an assassin’s bullet as he was taking 
his first step on his journey. ‘Our grief and dis- 
appointment,” he said, ‘‘are great, but are as 
nothing compared to the Nation’s sorrow. Thank 
God, however, he still lives.” J. W. Patterson, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction in New- 
Hampshire, spoke on political edueation. He 
sketched a system of publie education, and en- 
larged upon the necessity of political education 
and training in this Republic as the only safeguard 
against the final ascendency of ignorant and un- 
scrupulous politicians and ‘ bosses” over intelli- 
gent and honest statesmauship. It was aiso neces- 


sary to make the youth an intelligent factor in the 
progress and commerce of the country. A com- 
mittee was chosen to draft a resolution of sympa- 
thy with the President’s family. A favorabie bul- 
letin from Washington was read with enthusiastic 


applause.

YESTERDAYS HEAT. 





NEW-YORK COOLER BY SOME DEGREES THAN 
MOST OF THE LARGE CITIES, 

Two heavy showers of rain did not cool off 
the airto any perceptible extent yesterday. The 
temperature was oppressive at sunrise and in- 
creased as noon approached. Early risers pre- 
dicted thunder-showers and théir predictions were 
verified. The horses on the various street car 
lines were frequently relieved from duty, and there 
were few cases of sunstroke among them. On the 
short lines, stopping at Central Park, each team 
made one trip. Half-trips were considered suf- 
ficient for each team on the roads running to Har- 
lem. There were some cases of sunstroke reported 
and the death-rate was higher than usual. There 
was very little air stirring during the morning, 


but a cool breeze swept over the City from the 
east during the afternoon. The thermometer 
marked 75° in the Signal Service department, on 
the lofty roof of the Equitable Building, at7 A. M.; 
at 11 o’elock it had reached 87°, and from noon to 
3 P. M. it stood at 91°. It was a few degrees 
warmer at Huduut’s. At 6 o'clock the mercury 
bad fallen to 78°, but the humidity, which had been 
about 80° during the dav, was relatively the same 
atsundown, At 1:45 o’clock the sky became over- 
cast, thunder rolled in the west, and rain began to 
fall. Although it rained hard for 15 minutes, only 
1-100 of an inch fell. A second shower drenched 
thousands of persons going home from work at 
5:30 o'clock. This time it rained a trifle harder, 
and 2-100 of an inch fell in the quarter of an hour 
during which the storm lasted, The mercury stood 
the highest throughout the country at 3 P. M. 
At Pittsburg it was 89°; Indianapolis, 93°; Albany, 
86°; Baltimore, 95°; Buffalo, 93°; Cincinnati, 96°; 
Detroit, 85°: Nashville, 94°; Philadelphia, 92°, and 
St. Louis, 96°. The storm-centre was moving south- 
east from Boston last night, and, with the excep- 
tion of showers at Omaha, no rain was reported 
throughout the country during the day.

A new scheme of pay and promo- 
tion, involving also certain other advantages, 
as regards holidays, &c., has been issued from 
the Post Office, and although the telegraph 
clerks are by no means satisfied with the con- 
cessions thus made to them, they have, atany 
rate, been deprived of all reasonable excuse 
for throwing up their situations. ‘This prompt 
step has been due to the remarkable vigor 
which Mr. , Fawcett has displayed ever 
since he was appointed to the office of Post- 
master-General. As the Minister presiding over 
the conveyance of our letters and telegrams, Mr. 
Fawcett has been an undoubted success. A 
Liberal of the best school—belonging neither 
to the old-fashioned and almost conservative 
Whig Party on the one hand, nor to the revo- 
tutionary democratic Radicals on the other— 
bis policy is one of solid practical reform, and 
in his own person he represents, perhaps more 
than any other _— man now living, the 
strong enlightened common sense of the Eng- 
lish nation. No Minister who ever had charge 
of the Post Office has, in the space of time 
during which he has been in power, effected so 
many useful changes in his department as Mr. 
Fawcett has done, either on his own initiation 
pr at the suggestion of others. Under 
bis régime the dirty old pemny postage 
stamps, the printed surface of which 
soiled the fingers, while the gum at 
the back blistered the tongue, have been 
changed for another sort nicely printed and 
easily made to adhere, while half-penny 
stamps have been introduced of a uniform size 
with the penny ones. Within the last few 
weeks again receiptstamps and postagestamps 
have been ex on the same footing to be com- 
monly used for the purposes formerly confined 
to each, and only a few days ago we had for 
the first time a new sort of stamped half-penny 
wrapper for newspapers which would not 
tear to pieces during transmission through the 
post. It is to Mr. Fawcett, too, that we owe a 
new system of money orders or checks for 
small sums, which has proved of great advan- 
tage to the public, and not the less valuable 
has been the plan by which the Post Office 
receives stamps as deposits in savings banks, 
an innovation successfully introduced in order 
to carry out Mr. Fawcett’s favorite ana excel- 
lent idea of offering the poor every possible 
facility for practicing the virtue of thrift. Be- 
fore long, no doubt, we shall have to thank 
him for cheaper telegrams and a new and im- 
proved parcel post. 

In other respects Mr. Fawcett is one of the 
most extraordinary men who ever took part 
in an English adminstration. It is, of course, 
well known that he is totally blind. He lost 
his sight when a young man, at Cambridge, by 
the explosion of a gun, and although his vi- 
sion is entirely destroyed, he has to wear large 
blue spectacies to protect what remains of his 
eyes from the effect of strong light. Notwith- 
standing this painful drawback, which would 
have incapacitated most men from taking part 
in public life, Mr. Fawcett has shown a power of 
study which has resulted in his being one of 
the best-informed men of his time. His repu- 
tation as a political economist needs no re- 
mark. But, in addition, he is a profound 
mathematician and widely read in ali matters 
of history and literature. Perhaps the most 
singular of his accomplishments, considering 
the fact of his being a blind man, is his dex- 
terity as an angler, he being able to 
handle the rod and fly with extraordinary 
success. In the House of Commons he is 
greatly respected by all parties. An attendant 
guides him to the door, and there ready hands 
are always to be found to direct the sightless 
Minister to his place. When he is addressed 
in his official capacity he instinctively turns 
his head in the direction of the person who has 
questioned him, as though he could see the ob- 
ject to whom his reply is directed. He isa 
sound and lucid, if not a very attractive, 
speaker, but the most remarkable feature about 
bis speeches is his wonderful command of facts 
and figures, which, thanks to his acute memory, 
be masters with marvelous rapidity and re- 
tentiveness. Mr. Fawcett has, of course, many 
devoted friends to help him, and is also blessed 
with a peculiarly accomplished wife, whose at- 
tainments in literature and science are almost 
us greatas hisown. It was only the other day 
that Mrs. Fawcett presided over a ladies’ con- 
gress with the object of promoting trades- 
anionism among female operatives, and made 
& most able speech on the subject. She is 
generally regarded, indeed, as the leader of the 
most intelligent and sensible section of the 
party who advocate ‘‘ woman’s rights,” 

Our politicians in Parliament must appear 
a strange anda singularly inconsistent race. 
Just now the heavy pressure of Government 
business, chiefly on account of the Irish Land 
bill, makes necessary great encroachments on 
‘what are called the rights of private members. 
Certain nights of the week are usually allotted 
to those who, not being connected with the 
Government, have bills or motions to propose, 
but more and more of the time thus set apart 
is being necessarily taken for Ministerial busi- 
ness. Thereat is much grumbling. Yet, 
strange to say, chary as they are of their 
“rights,” our private members take singularly 
little pains to preserve them. Almost as often 
as not there is a “count out” ona “private” 
night, and of these we have had no fewer than 
three within the last two weeks. That is to 
say, so little regard have non-official 
members of their privileges that forty of 
them cannot be found to combine for the 
purpose of “ keeping a House” and discussing 
matters in which they profess to feel the deep- 
est interest. To be sure, a ‘‘ count out’ is the 
most effectual way of getting rid of a bore 
who has a particular hobby or crotchet to 
push forward, and the discussion of which by 
sympathetic bores would probably occupy the 
rest of the sitting. Such was the occasion of 
the latest instance of a sitting broken up for 
want of aquorum. The bore of the evening 
‘was Mr. George Anderson, one of the Radical 
members for Glasgow. Mr. Anderson was 
very anxious to effect a reform in certain cus- 
toms of the House. His soui was wroth at the 
abuse of the practice, to which I recently re- 
ferred, of formally moving the adjournment 
of the House at ‘‘question time,” for the pur- 
pose of raising an irregular discussion, and he 
also wanted to make a change in whatis called 
“the half past twelve rule,” by which no op- 

osed measure is proceeded with after that 

our, his object being to apply this rule to 
other matters. When the subject of tie rules 
of the House is thus started, there is no know- 
ing when the discussion will end; so on Tuesday 
evening, when Mr. Anderson rose to make his 
proposals—the evening sitting having only just 
begun—little Mr. Biggar stole up to the Speak- 
er’s chair, pointed out! that there were only 13 
members present, the summoning bells were 
rung, and as no one else turned up in response, 
the House was declared adjourned. 

Had Mr. Anderson retained the right and 
authority he formerly possessed in the House, 
he would probably have been treated on this 
occasion with more consideration. For there 
was atime when Mr. Anderson was regarded 
asrather a great man in his way. As the repre- 
sentative of so important a constituency 
as Glasgow, of course hehada certain prestige ; 
but, in addition, he was supposed to be a very 
wealthy man, the head of an important 
shipping house, and his emphatic man- 
ner of _ utteri impressive platitudes 
with a broad tch accent obtained 
for him a reputation for hard-headed shrewd- 
ness, which always caused him to belistened to 
with attention. Butthe bubble burst. 


Mr. 
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Anderson made a most disastrous financial 
failure, and with the loss of his commereial 
status his reputation for capacity rapidly dis- 
appeared. It was found.that his broad Scotch 
common sense was only commonplace after 
all, and ‘Geordie’? Anderson was soon re- 
geo to the ranks of the ignoble army 
of bores whom nobody listens to and 
everybody wishes to shelve. Nevertheless, 
he is still to the fore. His heavy, 
shambling figure is seen very regular- 
ly in his place, and no list of questions to Min- 
isters is complete without three or four at least 
from the member for Glasgow. hat great 
and flourishing city is not, indeed, happy in its 
choice of representatives. Perhaps the best 
man it has ever returned is its second member, 
Dr. Cameron, one of the few medical men in 
the House, who is a somewhat busy person, 

reat on socialreforms and sanitary crotchets, 
But it has no one better, apparently, to sendas 
companion to him and Mr, Anderson but a 
certain Mr. Middleton, a respectable merchant 
and nonentity, who contributes to the business 
ot the House but little else save his valuable 
vote. The Liberalism of Glasgow, however, is 
as stanch as that of Birmingham, andif it can- 
not find Brights and Chamberlains to repre- 
sent it, at any rate it secures men whose sup- 
port for the Government can always be de- 
pended on. 

We are not much frightened by Fenian 
threats and acts of mischief as perhaps 
might have been expected. The ferocious 
speeches uttered and articles printed on your 
side of the water naturaliy cause a good deal 
of indignation and disgust here, but I do not 
find that there is any great demand for pres- 
sure being put on the United States Govern- 
ment to arrest and punish the speakers and 
writers. It is certainly the fact that consid- 
erable precautions are taken now to protect 
our public buildings and the residences of 
some of our public men from any 
possible attack, and the idle, indiffer- 
ent-looking gentlemen whom _ one __ sees 
lounging about the premises of the House 
of Commons, the Bank of England, the offices 
in Downing-street, and similar places are 
neither more nor less than detective police- 
men, who, while seeming to be noticing noth- 
ing in particular, have their eyes wide open. 
But Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Forster, in spite of 
threatening speeches and letters, walk through 
the streets to the House and back very much 
as usual, and there is no reason for believing 
the report that several detectives are employed 
to follow their footsteps, Both are known to 
be men of great personal courage, and it is not 
likely that either the Premier or the Irish 
Secretary would run away from danger, even 
were their lives as persistently threatened as 
that of the unhappy Czar of all the Russias. 

Prince Leopold duly took his seat in the 
House of Lordsafew days ago as Duke of 
Albany and under several other titles, the 
multiplication of which must be as amusing 
as puzzling to Americans. What, it may be 
asked, is the use of making a man an Earl 
and a Marquis as wellas a Duke? Is it that 
he might by chance lose one of his titles, and 
so have one or two more to fall back upon? It 
is not easy toexplain the reason of this ar- 
rangement—for ourselves itis enough that it 
is “* customary.” However, the chief point in 
the matter is that the clever young Prince is 
now a peer and a legislator, and it is to be 
hoped that he will see his way occasionally to 
contribute his share to the eloquence of a 
house already remarkable for its oratorical 
talent. One subject, when it comes up, the 
Duke of Albany is not unlikely to speak upon. 
I refer to the proposal to legalize in the United 
Kingdom marriage with a deceased wife’s sis- 
ter—a matter in which the royal family take 
a deep interest. They are all strongly in fa- 
vor of an alteration in the law, and last year 
the Prince of Wales made his only speech— 
confined to a very few words—in sup- 
port of the measure for which he, as well 


as the Dukes of Edinburgh and Con- 
naught, voted. There are now four 
royal peers, or, reckoning their second 


cousin, the Duke of Cambridge, five, to vote 
for the bill, and it is more than likely that the 
measure which has passed the Commons over 
and over again, and has been rejected by the 
Lords by only a very small majority, will this 
time be carried. The reason for the great in- 
terest which the Queen and her sons take in 
this matter is generally believed to be a desire 
to effect a union between the widowed Grand 
Duke of Hesse, husband of the late Princess 
Alice, and the only remaining unmarried 
daughter of the Queen, Princess Beatrice. The 
Grand Duke has made many visits to England 
since the death of his wife, and arrived again 
only a few days ago just as her Majesty and 
Princess Beatrice were returning from Bal- 
moral, The rumored matrimonial scheme has 
often been denied, but many people are of 
opinion that we shall hear more of it as soon 
as the marriage with a deceased wife’s sister 
bill is passed. 

Although the season has still many weeks to 
run, theatrical affairs are somewhat dull. 
Messrs. James & Thorne have shut up the 
Vaudeville in despair, and itis not unlikely 
that they will renounce the cares of manage- 
ment. Mr. Toole leaves the Folly in the course 
of a few weeks for a trip in the gp eqrence and 
during his absence his house will be occupied, 
ina managerial capacity, by Mr. Claude Car- 
ton, a young and clever actor, and ason of the 
eminent oculist, Dr. Critchett. Mr. Carton is 
to produce at the tye! & new comic drama 
called ‘“‘Imprudence,” by Mr. A. W. Piners, 
one of the most rising dramatists of the day. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bancroft will shortly close or 
let the Haymarket, and go off on their annual 
Continental holiday tour. One of the most 
remarkable results ot the dullness of theatrical 
affairs is the sudden and extraordinary falling 
off of business at the me ese where Mr. 
Irving has been playing during the last few 
days, if not exactly to empty benches, at any 
rate to houses of by no means a remunerative 
character. Unless matters improve next week, 
when the present performances of “‘ Hamlet” 
will give place to the ‘‘ Bells” and the *‘ Belle’s 
Stratagem,’’ Mr. Irving’s season will termi- 
nate somewhat sooner than was intended. I 
am £orry to hear that he has just lost his tal- 
ented chef d’orchestre, Mr. Hamilton Clarke, 
owing to one of those unfortunate disputes 
which are so common in the theatrical and 
musical professions. I am still more sorry to 
hear of some regretable domestic troubles with 
which Mr. Irving’s name is associated. Mrs. 
Irving, it is said, is pressing for a judicial 
separation from her husband, and demands an 
adequate allowance, and itis stated that Mr. 
Irving has formally declared the ‘‘ profits’ 
arising from the management of his theatre at 
the modest sum of £200 a year, the balance of 
his undoubtedly large gains being apparently 
set down as the estimated value of his personal 
“salary.” Another eminent manager is 
also in trouble. Col. Mavleson has been 
very unfortunate in his opera season 
this year, and is believed to be on the 
verge of bankruptcy, his liabilities being esti- 
mated at something like £150,000, The terri- 
bly sudden death of Mr. Charles Dillon, who 
fell down dead in the street at Hawick, in 
Scotland, yesterday, has caused a painful sen- 
sation in theatrical circles. He was once a 
popular and prosperous actor, but for many 
years he had suffered a sad reverse of fortune, 
and little was heard of him professionally ex- 
cept in certain obscure provincial towns. I 
heard an amusing story about him the other 
day. Mr. Irving and afriend met Dillon not 
long ago, and the friend recalled to Dillon the 
fact that he and Irving in years past, when 
the latter was only a very small actor indeed, 
had played together. ‘‘Oh, yes,” said Dillon, 
‘‘T remember you perfectly, Mr, Irving; and 
are you still on the stage?’

THREE YEARS FOR EACH BULLET. 
Jacob R. Courtwright, a colored cook, was 
arraigned by Assistant District Attorney Lyon, in 
the General Sessions Court, yesterday, on a charge 
of felonious assault. In the course of a quarrel 
on April 29, Courtwright drew a revolver and fired 


three shots at his wife, Susan. Two of the bullets 
took effect, wounding her so severely as to en- 
danger her life. Courtwright fled from the City, 
but was captured and brought back by Detective 
Schmittberger, of the Twenty-ninth Precinct, who 
discovered that he was an ex-convict. The pris- 
oner pleaded guilty, and Judge Cowingz in passing 
sentence said: ‘“‘ Shooting people is becoming a 
dangerous habit in this City, and I will give you 
six years in retirement in order that you ey re- 
flect on the gravity of your crime.’’

A SUICIDE IN FORDHAM. 

Early yesterday morning as two boys were 
passing through an unfrequented portion of the 
St. John’s College grounds, in Fordham, they saw 
what they supposed to bea man sleeping under 
some trees near the junction of the Southern 
Boulevard and Pelham-avenue. As the lads had 
just started ona pleasure tramp into the country

He was 
neatiy attired and looked like a respectable 
laboring man. He had on a white shirt, brown 
checked trousers and vest, black coat, pink neck- 
tie, and black slouched hat. In the pockets of his 
coat were found a diary containing various memo- 
randa in German and two or three letters recom- 
mending Charles Shults as a ‘‘competent gardener.” 
In another pocket was found a pocket-book in 
which were 64 cents and a Coney Isiand scale tick- 
et certifying that Carl Shults weighed 144 pounds. 
It was, therefore, evident that the man’s name was 
Shults, although the Police were unable to find 
anybody in Fordham that knew him or had ever 
seen him.

THE DEPARTING COMET AND THE 
AURORA. 
From the Providence Journal, July 6. 

The comet is leaving us. The tail dimin- 
ishes, the nucleus grows dim and lessens in dimen- 
sions as night after night it becomes visible in the 
sky as soon as darkness veils the earth. Traveling 
constantly to the north with tireless pace, its gos- 
samer train almost grazes the polar star. The tip 
of the tailis now more decidedly turned to the 
north-west, and itsslow circuit round the polar 


star may still be witnessed from the time the twi- 
light fades into evening gray until the rosy glow of 
morning puts out its feeble light. There have been 
scenes of exceeding beauty which have outrivaled 
the comet in the northern sky during some 
of the nights of the past week. On Satur- 
day night a brilliant aurora spread out 
a luminous glow in the north-eastern heavens. 
About midnight the scene was beautiful beyond 
description. The auroral light was of a soft golden 
hue, and the atmosphere seemed suffused with that 
tremulous brightness that often precedes the sun- 
rise. There was no display of radiant coloring, 
there were no arches of light, or streamers reach- 
ing to the zenith. There was only the golden glow 
that almost put out the stars rising in the north- 
east, transformed the comet's tail into a more 
fairy-like structure, and changed to white the dull 
yellow of the nucleus. Such a paper of aurora was 
almost as rare as the advent of the comet, and the 
combination was awe-inspiring as well as strange- 
ly beautiful. On Sunday night there was a 
new phase to greet observing eyes. The comet 
had passed its lower culmination, or lowest point 
toward the north, lightning flashed from a cloud in 
the northwest, while further west the moon was 
descending toward the horizon. The pale light of 
the comet, the vivid flashes of lightning, and the 
light of the moon blended in the nightly picture 
with an impressive harmony and beauty. Some 
observers saw on the same night a majestic arch of 
white light in the west resembling the milky way 


_ in cloudy aspect and consistency. Thus the great 


comet of 1881 is leaving our skies for parts un- 
known, and the time for its observation by the 
unaided eye is quickly passing, for the approaching 
full moon will greatly dim the lesser light.

A SHIP THAT ARRIVED HERE YESTERDAY 
From the London Times. 

A new steamer named the Elbe has just 
been added to the Nortn German Lloyd fleet, and 
will leave Southampton this evening, en route 
from Bremen for New-York. She has been built 
by Messrs. John Elder & Co., of Fairfield, Glas- 
gow, and is, with very few exceptions, the largest 


ocean-going steam-ship in the world. The Elbe is 
of beech 4 5,000 tans register, with engines of the 
three-cylinder e, having one high-pressure 
cylinder of 60 inches diameter, and two low-pres- 
sure of 85 inches, with 5 feet stroke. Her crank 
shaft is entirely of Krupp’s crucible-cast steel, and 
the propeller shaft is also of steel by Sir J. 
Whitworth & Co.’s patent hollow hydraulic- 
pressure process, which gives 60 per cent. 
greater strength than an iron shaft of the 
same dimensions, while its weight is not 
much more than half that of the other. She is

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THE ASSASSIN’S MARRIED LIFE. 
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ANNIE BUNN’S UNHAPPPY UNION — HER 
GOOD REASONS FOR ‘PROCURING A DI- 
VORCE, 


From the Philadelphia Times, July 6. 

Miss Lydia A. Needles, of this city, who is 
spending the Summer at Asbury Park, N. J., 
is the lady who brought up Annie Bunn, the first 
wife of Charies J. Guiteau. The Needleses, a well- 
known Philadelphia family, took Miss Bunn to 
raise when she was 11 years old, and retained her 
until she attained her cighteenth year, when she 
went to Chicago, where she met and subsequently 
married Guiteau. In conversation with a Times 


reporter yesterday Miss Needles gave a history of 
the marital life of the couple and the causes which 
led to their divorce. Annie was the oldest of two 
daughters, the mother of whom was left 
a widow when the children were young. 
They were English people, and the children 
both very bright. “Annie,” said Miss Nee- 
dies, ‘“‘was taken by my father and sent 
to school. She was an amiable child and 
early became a member of Nazareth Methodist 
Church, on Thirteenth-street, above *Vine. After 
a while she began tostudy telegraphy, and became 
aproficient operator. When she was about 18 she 
went to Chicago and obtained a situation a short 
distance out of the city. Some time later, in tne 
year 1867, she procured the place of Librarian in 
the Woman's Christian Association Rooms in Chi- 
cago, and while in the place formed the acquaint- 
ance of Guiteau, who she wrote to me was a law- 
yerand a Christian, and not one given to small 
vices. From ail her accounts we got an idea that 
he was a model man, and just the kind suited to 
her. She used to tell us about his regular- 
ity in attending church. I think they were 
married in 1868. At this time Guiteau was 
in the law office of his brother-in-law, Mr. Scoville, 
who with his wife favorea the match, and treated 
Annie very kindly after her marriage. Mr. Scoville 
advised Guiteau to take a little cottage and go to 
housekeeping, gpery ng to buy a cottage for 
them and furnish it at his ownexpense. This offer 
Guiteau rejected, intimating to Mr. Scoville that he 
was able to pay his own way, and went to boarding 
at an expensive hotel. 

“Before they had been married a year,” con- 
tinned the speaker, ‘*I found from her letters that 
they changed boarding-places pretty often, and 
afterward found it was because Guiteau would not 
pay his bills. About a year before the Chi- 
cago fire Guiteau came to Philadelphia on 
business, and at his wife’s suggestion called 
to see me. My opinion of him was not favor- 
able. The first thing I said after seeing 
him was: ‘ You’re nothing but a big lump of pom- 
posity.’ Ifelt all the time like saying to him: 
‘Oh, sit down and behave yourself.’ I did not see 
anything brilliant or smart about him. I discov- 
ered Annie was living unhappily with him. They 
came East with little money, he leaving Annie at 
my house while he went to New-York to open an 
oftice. He was a man of brutal passion, and treated 
his wife badly. On one occasion he pushed her into 
a closet and shut the door, keeping her there until 
she was nearly smothered. After residing in New- 
York a short time he sent her on to Philadelph‘a to 
find a situation if possible, and make her own liv- 
ing. Afterward we learned that as soon as he 
had got rid of her he went to boarding in the 
most fashionable hotel, expending on himself what 
would have kept them both. His wife, being unable 
to get a situation in this city, eventually was taken 
back by him, but it was not forlong. He got rid 
of her again by sending her off to Saratoga witha 
family with waom she was acquainted, and where 
she supported herself by doing housework. His 
treatment of her became so bad finally that her 
friends persuaded her to sue for a divorce, which 
she procured without trouble.’ Over the moral or 
immoral side of,Guiteau’s conduct while in New- 
York Miss Needles draws a veil. 
state that his wife at length became convinced of 
bis faithlessness, which reached its worst stage at 
the time when he began to send her away to make 
her own living. Mrs. Guiteau is now happily re- 
married, and living in Colorado. 





HX-PRESIDENT HAYGS.

FULL TEXT OF HIS REMARKS AT THE MEET- 
ING IN FREMONT, OHIO. 

Ex-President Hayes presided over the meet- 
ing held in Fremont, Ohio, on Monday afternoon, 
to express the sorrow and indignation of the peo- 
ple at the attempted assassination of President Gar- 
field, and on taking the chair said: 

‘* Our national anniversary, by the awful tragedy 
at Washington, has been changed from a day of re- 
joicing to a day of sorrow. Universal anxiety and 
alarm have taken the place of joy and gladness. 
The full measure of the calamity is known only to 
the Divine Being, whose intelligence and power are 


infinite. Upon that Being we must rely for the con- 
solation and support which in this hour are so 


much needed by our beloved President, 
by his distressed wife and family, and by 
all of his relatives, friends and country- 


men. No human forecast can penetrate the 
mystery of this supreme calamity. The wounded 
President and his suffering and anxious wife and 
children, and his aged and widowed mother, are 
in all our thoughts, in all our hearts, and in all our 
prayers. Saturday morning opened brightly before 
them with the anticipated happiness of atrip to 
the Hudson, to the loved college of the President 
at Williamstown, and to the bracing air and inspir- 
ing seenery of the mountains of New-England. 
Now we see only the pall of suspense and gloom 
which rests upon the family circle, stricken and 
weeping at the bedside of the patient and heroic 
sufferer. This is a contrast in the presence of 
which all words are weak and vain. Silent sympa- 
thy and earnest and fervent prayers are all the 
help that we can offer and give. In the interest 
of free institutions and of humanity the crisis 
demands the faithful discharge of grave and high 
duties by the people. The calamity, great as it is, 
which has befallen President Garfield, and through 
him our whole country, may be vastly increased 
by hasty and inconsiderate declaration of opinions 
in regard to it. 

If the horrible assault upon the President was 
the insane act of a single irresponsible person, as 
it certainly seems to have been, how unjustly the 
good name of our country would suffer by even a 
suspicion that it was due in any degree to the self- 
ishness or evil passions of party or faction. In- 
sanity is in every civilized community the frequent 
cause of fearful tragedies. Such calamities are 
found among all classes of people, in private as 
well as in public life, and like the convul- 
sions of nature are beyond human_ control. 
President Garfield and his family have the 
warm and full sympathy of every American 
heart. Our country in this crisis is harmonious 
and united. Itis one in sentiment and feeling. 
The proceedings of the meeting held in Atlanta, 
Ga., in which Gov. Colquitt, Senator Brown, Gen. 
Gordon, and other eminent citizens bore a promi- 
nent part, show how completely the great section 
of our country which was there represented sym- 

athizes and suffers with the. neighbors and old 

riends of the President. I trust that President 
Garfield, whose courage and self-possession in his 
extreme agony are so admirable, will be permitted 
to see with unclouded vision that on this anniver- 
sary of the birthday of the Republic it is the united 
and ardent wish and prayer of every American in 
every State and section and party that he may soon 
be restored to health and strength adequate to the 
performance of the duties of the hign office to 
which he has been called.”

LIVED THROUGH IT.

A WISCONSIN SOLDIER SHOT THROUGH THE 
LIVER AND LUNGS, 
From the Chicago Tribune, July 8. 

Another remarkable escape from death came 
to light yesterday, when a reporter for the 7ridune 
accidentally ran across Mr. F. A. Barnard, of Den- 
ver, formerly a member of the Thirty-seventh Wis- 
consin Regiment, and learned from his own lips 


how he had been snatched from the jaws of death, 
even after the surgeons had given up all hope. His 
story, told in his own words, was as follows: 

“*T was shot,” said he, “in front of Petersburg 
on the 18th of June, 1864, through the liver and the 
left lobe of my lung, the ball entering on the right 
side of my body and passing out at the left. In its 
course through my body it perforated the liverand 
cut the gall bladder, so that the bile ran out of my 
side. Vomiting commenced in perhaps 10 hours 
after I was wounded, and continued for the next 
24 almost constantly. After that the hiccoughing 
set in—one of the symptoms, as the surgeons con- 
sider, which precedes death. That lasted perhaps 
a day longer. All the surgeons who examined me, 
including the surgeon of the Ninth Army Corps, 
pronounced the wound mortal, and insisted for 
the first 10 days that I couldn’t live. On the morn- 
ing of the tenth day there was change for the bet- 
ter, and from that time forward I improved very 
rapidly. During those first 10 days I couldn't 
retain any nourishment on my _ stomach 
searcely. A very little wine and a little soft 
cracker were all that I could keep down. I 
actually lived against the judgment of all the sur- 
geons, and, as ithink, because of my firm belief 
that there was a chance for me if they would only 
take care of me. And they took the very best care 
of me that was possible. As soon as the Corps 
Surgeon examined me, he gave orders that I 
shouldn’t be placed on anambulance. I was then 
in the camp hospital, and when we moved away I 
was conveyed ona stretcher. I lay on one side all 
the time, without moving, and lI attribute my re- 
covery to the excellent care I received, the perfect 

uiet [ enjoyed, aud the strength of my will power. 

believed I was going to get well, and, as Presi- 
dent Garfield says, ‘I took the chance.’ If the 
President lives, as I pray he will, his recovery will 
be, it seems to me, the result of his remarkable 
wilt power and his splendid physical constitution 
and absolutely correct and healthy habite.” 

To look at the Mr. Barnard of to-day—a strong, 
healthy, vigorous man, taking a bey 4 part in life— 
no one would ever imagine that he had been rid- 
died through the liver and lungs by a rebel bullet.

While we cannot yet put out of sight 
the possibility of very great danger to the 
President’s life, it may be said that favora- 
ble symptoms in his case increase and con- 
tinue. During yesterday, notwithstancing 
the excessive heat of the atmosphere, the 
President improved in his physical condition, 
and the tone of cheerfulness which is now 
infused into the bulletins from the White 
House is a natural reflex from the temper 


of those who have charge of the case. But 
it must be borne in mind that these flatter- 


ing indications are too often deceptive, and 
that men have lingered,’ with many fluctua- 
tions betwixt life and death, after being 
‘wounded by a bullet, for many more days 
than the President has suffered, and have 
finally succumbed. Nevertheless, there is 
substantial reason for rejoicing over the 
favorable reports from President GARFIELD’S 
attendants, and we may look forward with 
renewed hopefulness to his final recovery. 








The process of killing the Railroad Com- 
mission bill by amendment was tried in the 
Senate yesterday, and, although it was not 
successful, the spirit in which the measure 
was treated is not reassuring. The reitera- 
tion of stale objections is somewhat trying 
to the patience, and when Mr. MappENn 
suggests that the bill was drawn by 
some one who knows nothing about 
the subject, he seems to forget that it is one 
of the fruits of the prolonged investigation 
of 1879 and of all the knowledge and sound 
opinion which it evoked on the subject. It 
is ridiculous to talk about transportation 
cegulating itself, so far as the rights 
of the public are concerned. The 
abuses and wrongs which have been 
revealed are the result of leaving 
it to itself, and the longer it is left the more 
invincible will these abuses and wrongs be- 
come. The pending bill has been discussed 
for two years. It provides for what is 


_ needed and is based on the right principle. 


To amend it in any of the ways proposed 
threatens to make it useless, and that is 
probably the purpose of those who propose 
the amendments. 





Whatever public interest was originally 
attracted toward the litigation of the elevat- 
ed railway companies will be greatly dimin- 
fshed when it becomes apparent that it all 
arises from the quarrels of the managers 
The Metropoli- 
jan Elevated Railway Company and the 
New-York Elevated Railroad Company have 
both leased their roads to a third corporation 
known as the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany. This concern has no property except 
the leases of the two roads which it 
operates. So many suits have been be- 
gun by the various parties in interest 
that the average reader will find it difficult 
to keep track of them all. In general terms 
jt may be said that the Manhattan Company 
does not pay its taxes or the money due un- 
der the terms of the leases which it holds. 
The character of the complicated litigation 
now going forward may be inferred from 
the remarks of one of the counsel for the 
New-York Elevated Railroad people, who 
said yesterday that the proceedings which 
his clients are resisting are ‘‘a conspiracy,”’ 
end that the injunction restraining the Man- 
pattan Company from paying its dues to the 
‘New-York Elevated Railroad Company is 
<q sham.’’ The quarrel is intensified by 
the imminence of the election for Directors 
of one of the contending corporations.

The thermometer yesterday failed to give 
vany adequate indication of the extreme

heat with which the City was afflicted. 
While to most of our citizens it really 
seemed as if the mercury should mark at 
least one hundred degrees, the real figures 
were not much above ninety, and even this 
was only true of a very short period. 
But there was an oppressiveness and in- 
tensity in the heat quite unusual, and 
the general feeling probably was that it 
was as hot as any day of the last hot season. 
So far as one’s feelings go, the readings of 
the thermometer are of very little account.

In the balloting for United States Senator 
in place of Mr. Parr yesterday, the leading 
Republican candidate, Mr. Deprw, and the 
Democratic candidate, Mr. Kernan, had 53 
votes each, the whole number of votes cast 
being 155. If there had been an honest ef- 
fort at concentration made by the Republi- 
cans they might have chosen the long- 
term Senator, and thus have taken a de- 
cided step toward the dissolution of the 
tedious dead-lock. It is evident, however, 
that a malign influence is at work to 
prevent the accomplishment of this greatly 
desired end. This fact was brought 
out strongly in the Republican Legislative 
conference last night, when the Conkling 
men showed very clearly that they have re- 
ceived orders to obstruct every movement 
looking toward harmonizing existing differ- 
ences and electing successors to the resigned 
Senators. It can no longer be denied that 
the advocates of Mr. Conkir1ne@’s re-election 
arc inaminority. The figures are unmis- 
takable. If this minority of the Republicans 
in the Legislature persist in their obstructive 
tactics, preventing the election of Senators, 
they will do so with their eyes open, and 
they must be prepared to accept the conse- 
quences of their folly. 








THE BRIBERY REPORTS. 


The Assembly yesterday received and laid 
upon its table two reports from the com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the charges 
of bribery made in connection with the 
Senatorial elections. The majority of the 
committee, consisting of the five Republican 
members, merely submitted the evidence 
which had been taken, and gave as 
an excuse for attempting to deduce no 
conclusions from it that the subject matter 
had been made the basis of indictments by 
the Grand Jury of Albany County and it 
would be improper to prejudice the cases 
likely to come before the court there. This 
is certainly a very unsatisfactory method of 
disposing of the subject. The duty was im- 
posed upon the committee of making a 
thorough inquiry into the allegations of 
bribery and reporting their conclusion as 
to the facts. The action of the Grand 
Jury of Albany County, taken subsequently 
to the committze’s appointment, had noth- 
ing to do with that duty, and by no means 
relieved the committee of its responsibility. 
But it is evident not only from the report 
of the majority, but from the proceedings in 
taking testimony, that the committee was 
not anxious to ascertain and set forth the 
exact facts relating to the charges of 
bribery. Men connected with one faction 
in the contest at Albany had attempted 
to secure an advantage by bribery and 
had failed, or else men connected with 
another faction had attempted to secure an 
advantage by a false charge of bribery and 
had failed. In either case the attempted 
wrong-doing had miscarried and was with- 
out political effect, and a complete showing 
up of the facts, if it was possible, would re- 
dound to the credit of neither side and 
probably to the discredit of both. Hence 
the action of the committee, as controlled 
by the majority of its membership, has been 
perfunctory from first to'‘last and not calcu- 
lated to bring forth definite results. 


The Democratic minority of the commit- 
tee, consisting of Messrs. Brooks and SHan- 
LEY, had no scruple in regard to announc- 
ing their conclusions lest the cases of Mr. 
Sessions and the lobbyists in the Albany 
court should receive prejudice. The 
charges involved in the investigation in no 
way affected the integrity or the interests of 
their party except so far as the proof 


of the charges would injure their 
political opponents. If they had any 
bias, it- would naturally be to make 


the case as bad as possible for either 
or both the Republican factions, and they 
could afford to take the loftiest and most 
virtuous view of the requirements of the oc- 
casion. They were restricted to the evi- 
dence taken but they have certainly made 
the most of it in their effort to make outa case 
of extremely bad conduct on the part of their 
political opponents. The report of Messrs. 
Brooks and SHANLEY finds at least one 
crime proved, upon the enormity of which 
it expatiates at some length. Mr. BrapLey, 
by his own confession, accepted a bribe, with 
the understanding that he was to voteina 
certain way. He says that he accepted it 
with the intent to expose the briber, but the 
law recognizes the legitimacy of no such in- 
tent, and makes the receiving of a bribe un- 
der such circumstances a felony. The 
Democratic members of the committee go 
back to Jupas Iscariot for a prototype of 
BRADLEY receiving a bribe and giving it up 
afterward. This is severe on BRADLEY, for 
contemptible as his performance was, it 
has no analogy with the case thus 
irrelevantly, if not irreverently, dragged in. 
It is undoubtedly true that an honest man 
in Mr. BRADLEY’s place, who had been sub- 
jected to the offer of a bribe, would have re- 
fused it with scorn instead of using the oc- 
casion as he did, but the Democratic com- 
mitteemen indulge in overmuch platitude on 
this point. They find themselves unable to 
settle the point whether BRADLEY received 
the $2,000 from Sessions or not, and declare 
that only the Almighty, in the present state 
of the evidence, can decide that question. 


The upshot of the whole business is that 
SamveL H. BRADLEY, according to his own 
confession, was guilty of accepting money 
for his vote, but instead of consummating 
the act_of bribery turned the money over to 
the Speaker and voted as before. Either 
Mr. Brapiey is guilty of perjury or Mr. 
Sessrons is guilty of perjury and attempted 
bribery.

committed, but the committee has not 
found out what it is or who commit- 
ted it. The Democratic members expatiate 
atlength in regard to bank accounts and 
sums of money passing about, but as they 
admit that there was no evidence before 
them of other payments than that to BraD- 
LEY, or of the source of the $2,000 which 
he received, it is difficult to see the relevancy 
of itall. The whole thing comes down to 
that one sum, and all they know about it is 
that BRADLEY swears it was given to him by 
Sessions, and SEssions swears it was not. The 
precedents of Jupas Iscarror and CaLp- 
WELL, of Kansas, have no very distinct ap- 
plication under the circumstances. But, 
aside from the charges of bribery which 
were the subject of investigation, Messrs. 
Brooks and SHANLEY go out of their way 
to speak of what they call undue influences 
exerted in the Senatorial contest. These 
may be the subject for legitimate animad- 
version in the proper place, but it was no 
part of their duty to pass judgment on 
candidates or on the advocates of their 
several claims. All things considered, the 
bribery investigation has come to a very lame 
and impotent conclusion. The committee 
apparently avoided making it thorough and 
searching. The Republican members shirk 
the duty of reporting any conclusions or 
deductions from the evidence. The Demo- 
crats, with a flourish of virtuous sentiments, 
endeavor to make the case look as bad as 
possible without being able to show that 
anything is proved. 





FREE RAILROADS. 


Mr. Epwarp ATKINSON has been apply- 
ing his analytical mind to the consideration 
of the relation of the railroad and the farm- 
er. The result appears in the frst number 
of the Journal of the American Agricultural 
Association in a paper on that subject. Mr. 
ATKINSON never writes without giving in- 
formation, for he is a close student of facts 
and an indefatigable gatherer of statistical 
material, which he patiently puts through 
many and intricate processes of  classi- 
fication, tabulation, and comparison until 
it yields whatever grains of truth or sugges- 
tion it contains. This kind of labor is im- 
mensely valuable in furnishing the basis of 
legislative or business action, but it is a well- 
known fact that if one has a theory of any 
kind, and applies to figures for a proof of its 
correctness, he will not have much difficulty 
in finding what he seeks. The fault is not 
with the figures but with the superstruc- 


them. It is not so easy to adjust all 
the parts of a complicated process of 
reasoning so that nothing shall be 
suppressed and everything shall have its due 
weight as it is to make a table showing the 
relation between the price of wheat and rail- 
road freight charges in a given year. Mr. 
ATKINSON seeks to prove that railroad con- 
solidation has been one of the greatest bless- 
ings which this country has enjoyed since 
the war, and that railroads ought to be free 
from legislative hampering and control. 
Free labor and free railroads, he argues, are 
paying our national debt, and he would cen- 
sure any interference with the one quite as 
severely as any attempt to regulate the other. 


The tables and figures which he marshals 
in support of his opinions are exceedingly 
interesting and instructive. He would show 
first that a vast sum has been saved to the 
country in the last decade through reduc- 
tions in freight rates. Taking the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern Railroad as 
an example, it appears that from 1870 to 
1880 the traffic increased 202 per cent.; the 
charge per ton per mile on all classes of 
merchandise decreased 574 per cent., and 
the earnings increased 224 per cent. From 
1869 to 1880 the traffic of the New-York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad in- 
creased 289 per cent.; the freight charge 
per ton per mile decreased 67 _ per 
cent.—from 2.38 cents to .79 of a cent, 
and the earnings increased 30 per cent. 
Comparing the traffic of the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern for 1870 and 1879, and 
the New-York Central and Hudson River 
Roads for 1869 and 1879, these forming one 
consolidated road, we have an increase in 
the actual tons moved in ten years of 175 
per cent., an increase in freight earnings of 
only 29.2 per cent., and an average decrease 
in charges per ton per mile on the two roads 
of 621-6 percent. Mr. ATKrNson declares 
that substantially the same changes occurred 
on the Pennsylvania Central, Baltsmore and 
Ohio, Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Rail- 
roads, ‘‘ and all others that constitute the al- 
leged monopolies.’’ ‘‘ On the other hand,”’ 
continues he, ‘‘ all the short lines, and all 
the disjecta membra of lines that ought to be 
consolidated and are not, show far less re- 
duction in the charge for their service and 
little or no profit to the corporations that 
run them where their profits depend in any 
degree on a share of the freight brought 
from long distances.”’ 


Proceeding to point out the substantial 
benefits which the country and its citi- 
zens have derived from these gener- 
ous reductions in freight charges—and 
hence from railroad consolidation, without 
which the reductions would have been im- 
possible—Mr. ATKINSON very soon finds 
himself in big figures. The saving through 
the reductions on the New- York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad in ten years through 
reductions in rates has been $120,000,000. 
Taking the traffic of this road as one-twen- 
tieth of that of all the roads in the coun- 
try, and supposing the reduction in rates 
to have been uniform on all, we get 
a saving of $2,400,000,000. But this result 
is too stupendous for Mr. ATKINsON’s pur- 
pose, and he kindly reduces it one-half, to 
$1,200,000,000, a larger saving in ten years 
than the aggregate reduction of the national 
debt in fifteen years. After this he does 
not need to go into consideration of the 
relative cotton product of free and 
slave labor to show that ‘‘the great 
progress of this Nation and its relief from 
the burden of debt are due to two factors— 
free labor and free railroads.’’ The rail- 
roads alone have done it, according to his 
tables, and if they would only consolidate 
more freely the necessity for any kind of 
labor except just enough to keep the rail- 
roads running and reducing their freight 
rates would disappear before the end of the 
present decade. ° 

No one will contest Mr. ATEINSON’s 
claim that the formation, by consolidation 
or otherwise, of trunk lines for through 
freight from the West to the sea-board has 
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had important economical results. It is 
generally true in trade that the ‘‘ margin’’ 
of profit diminishes with the increase in the 
magnitude of the operation and the im- 
provement of the process, to both of which 
such consolidations as he has under consid- 
eration certainly tend. But there are other 
consolidations, like that of the telegraphs, 
which are exceptions so far as the dimin- 
ished margins of profit are concerned, for 
they violate a law of healthy trade by de- 
stroying all competition. The trunk ijines 
are not monopolies in this sense, for they 
have each other for competitors, and very 
active they are sometimes. It is not through 
any virtue in the’Central Railroad that its 
freight charges have diminished 67 per 
cent. in ten years. Competition and the 
enormous expansion of traffic have brought 
that about, and consolidation is only one of 
several factors whose effect appears in this 
result. In the working of the natural laws 
of trade may be found the causes of changes 
which Mr. ATKINSON is inclined to attribute 
to some superior quality in the railroads. 
But the arguments by which he supports 
liberty of consolidation do not apply to his 
second position, that railroads should be 
free from all control except that of 
their officers. There are certain vices to 
which railroads are peculiarly liable which 
he does not consider at all whose repression 
by statute or through the supervision of a 
railroad commission would not diminish their 
capacity to carry through freight at low rates. 
One of these is illegitimate consolidation 
where it creates a monopoly and thus tends 
to obstruct instead of to promote the flow 
of the current of trade. Mr. ATKINSON sets 
forth a number of substantial benefits con- 
ferred on the country by the railroads, none 
of which would have been made the less 
possible by proper legislative restrictions, 
and he says nothing about a large number of 
abuses which legislation might and ought to 
remedy. The cause of anti-monopoly will 
certainly suffer very little from his argu- 
ments. 





FRANCE IN NORTH AFRICA. 


Having concluded what M. BARTHELEMY 
St, Hiiarre with unconscious irony calls a 
‘durable alliance’? with Tunis, France is 
turning her attention to Tripoli. She is 
seemingly preparing to apply there the pol- 
icy which has answered her ends so well 
with the Bey. The points of resemblance 
between her treatment of the two countries 
are too striking to be missed. The world 
first learned that there was a Tunisian ques- 
tion through the dispatches of the energetic 
and stirring M. Roustan, formerly French 
Consul-General at Tunis, now filling the 
double post of French Minister there and of 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in the Bey’s 
Council. Italy, it was said, was trying to 
undermine French influence in Tunis. 
French contracts were wrongfully annulled, 
French residents were insulted and their 
persons were in peril. Then came rumors 
of incursions of hostile tribes across the 
frontier of Algeria, incursions which the 
Bey either could not or would not repress. 
Finally a name was found for these vague 
tribes—they were the Kroumirs, a ferocious 
and innumerable horde, who must be pun- 
ished or France would have to encounter a 
formidable uprising in Algeria. Sixty thou- 
sand troops were sent after these terrible 
Kroumirs, but without ever a thought of 
conquest or annexation. The French Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, amiable old gentle- 
man that he is, and the very soul of candor, 
protested that France had no designs on 
Tunis. Still, the French Army being 
one day in the vicinity of the capital, 
M. Roustan thought it a favorable oppor- 
tunity to release the much-perplexed Bey 
from his entanglements with foreign advisers 
hostile to French interests. So he stepped 
into the palace with the treaty of the 12th of 
May in his hand, and blandly remarked to 
the Bey: ‘Sign, or off goes your head.”’ 
There was nothing that savored of compul- 
sion in that, but the ‘‘ durable alliance’’ was 
forthwith concluded, and for all practical 
purposes, Tunis is a dependency of France. 





Now that the Tunisian question is settled 
and that the Bey is reduced to an attitude 
which a Paris journal, in its own idiom, de- 
scribes as ‘‘the most correct,’’ we hear of 
disturbances on the frontier of Tripoli. ,It is 
the wild tribes again, only they have not yet 
received a specific name, being called simply 
Turks and Arabs. Semi-official reports in 
Paris state that fifty thousand of them have 
entered Tunis from Tripoli. There is a 
‘‘rising’’ at Sfax, too, which is to be put 
down by bombardment. Sfax, by the way, 
is a Tunisian sea-port, within easy dis- 
tance of the Tripolitan coast. Moreover, 
five Turkish iron-clads have been sent to 
Tripoli to maintain order among the Arabs 
and to enter a protest against a French in- 
vasion. This attempt at Turkish interfer- 
ence is as alarming to the French mind as 
were the reports of Italian intrigues at Tunis 
last Winter. To complete the similitude, 
the French Consul at Tripoli has begun an 
agitation like that by which M. Roustan 
brought about the French invasion of Tunis. 


France cannot complain if the world 
pays little heed to any protestations she may 
make about not intending the conquest or 
annexation of Tripoli. She has not acted 
in good faith nor according to her profes- 
sions toward Tunis. It is not probable that 
any power would have interfered with 
force had she frankly announced her pur- 
pose to make Tunis a French colony, 
though Italy might have protested with some 
vigor. But before anybody had asked what 
her plans were she energetically disclaimed 
any other intention than the suppression of 


disorder. Even as late as the 20th of June, 
in his circular to the representatives 
of: France abroad, M. Sr. Hrvarre, 


with pleasing ingenuousness, states that ‘‘ the 
French Government has openly declared 
that it wishes neither conquest nor annexa- 
tion’? in Tunis. What rank absurdity it is 
to fling this in the face of Europe, that 
knows perfectly well that Tunis is already 
virtually conquered and annexed! The 
Bey’s place in Tunis has been usurped by 
M. Rovustan. His power to treat with for- 
eign nations and all other emblems of inde- 
pendence have been taken fromhim. He has 
far less authority than he would have as 
Governor-General of a French Province. 


Beyond the disingenuousness that has 
marked the conduct of France, and the im- 
morality of crushing petty States like Tunis 
and Tripoli merely to strengthen herself on 
the Mediterranean or to regain elsewhere the

prestige and an equivalent for the terri- 
tory lost in her war with Germany, 
lies the tremendous. responsibility of 
disturbing the peace of Europe, which 
she will do if she Jays hands on 
Tripoli. There is no doubt whatever 
about the relation of Tripoli to Turkey. It 
is a vilayet of the Turkish Empire. France 
might as safely send a force against Smyrna 
or Crete. In his remarkable circular of 
June 20, M. Bartnentemy St. Hivarre 
talks about the “ grave disquietude’’ with 
which France regarded the prospect of a 
conflict between Greece and Turkey over 
the frontier question, a war which might 
spread throughout the Balkan peninsula, 
‘trouble the whole East and even the 
world.’’ If French troops are sent against 
ripoli there is every probability that 
before they return there will be trouble in 
Europe that will fill the heart of this vener- 
able and garrulous translator of ARISTOTLE 
with disquietudes graver than any that 
would have arisen out of the frontier ques- 
tion, even had he not dishonored France 
by betraying Greece. With Turkey in 
the field against her, the people of Italy 
eager to declare war on her, England 
looking with profound distrust and disfavor 
on her operations in North Africa, and Bis- 
MARCK craftily encouraging her designs, 
France will play the fool if she carries out 
the intentions she seems to have formed. 








CLAIRVOYANCE. 


Certain experiments recently made by Dr. 
BrEarpD do not appear to have attracted the 
attention which they deserved. For the last 
thirty years exhibitions of ‘‘animal magnet- 
ism,’’ or ‘‘clairvoyance,’’ have been fre- 
quently made by persons who have not, to 
put it mildly, commanded the confidence of 
thinking men. These persons have been for 
the most part professed fortune-tellers, or 
traveling showmen, and when they pre- 
tended that they or their ‘‘ subjects’’ could 
read, when blindfolded, letters placed on the 
forehead, it was not necessary to regard 
these pretensions seriously. The verdict of 
all scientific men has been that ‘‘ clairvoy- 
ance’ was simply an imposture, and that 
the exhibition given by traveling ‘‘Profes- 
sors’’ were really exhibitions of trickery on 
the part of the performers and of credulity 
on the part of the spectators. 


Dr. Bearp, who has been known as an 
earnest hater of what is called ‘‘ Spiritual- 
ism,”’ has lately investigated the subject of 
*‘clairvoyance,’’? and to his surprise has 
tound that there is something init. He has 
proved by experiments that there are per- 
sons who in certain circumstances can read 
writing—or for that matter print—merely 
by bringing it in contact with the skin of 
the forehead. There is not the slightest rea- 
son to doubt his report. When a chemist 
of character and ability tells us that he has 
made an experiment and has ob‘ained cer- 
tain results we accept his assertion, and the 
experiments made by Dr. Brarp are enti- 
tled to alike reception. We may consider 
that it has been fully established that a 
young woman whose eyes Dr. BEARD had 
carefully bandaged was able to read a page 
of writing that was laid on her forehead. 
It other words, the claims made by the 
‘Professors’ of clairvoyance are to some 
extent true. 

There are two results which follow Dr. 
BEARD’S experiments. One is the estab- 
lishment of the fact that the mind can act 
upon matter without the aid of the senses. 
The person who reads words written ona 
sheet of paper folded up and laid on the 
forehead does not perceive those words 
with the sense of sight or that of touch, for it 
is absolutely impossible that the nerves of the 
skin of the forehead can detect through the 
thickness of a folded sheet of paper the 
inequalities of surface produced by forming 
letters with pen andink. If the mind can 
interpret writing without the aid of any of 
the senses, it is something that can act out- 
side and apart from the body, and the 
materialistic theory that the mind is iden- 
tical with the gray matter of the brain is 
utterly overthrown. 

Another result is to furnish an intelligible 
and sufficient explanation of the so-called 
phenomena of Spiritualism. These phe- 
nomena are of two classes. Those which, 
in the slang of Spiritualism, are called ‘‘phys- 
ical manifestations,’’ and which include 
the upsetting of furniture and the ‘‘ materi- 
alization”’ of spirits, may be safely regarded 
as the tricks of impostors. There has never 
been a serious and intelligent effort made 
to investigate these ‘‘ phenomena’”’ which has 
not resulted in showing their fraudulent 
character. In at least twenty instances 
‘* materialized spirits’? have been seized by 
skeptical investigators, and in every instance 
the ‘‘ spirit’”’ has proved to be either the me- 
dium or a confederate. No further evidence 
that all exhibitions of ‘‘ materialized spirits’’ 
are fraudulent need be asked. In fact, the 
most remarkable feature of the ‘‘ physical 
manifestations” is the clumsiness of the 
trickery with which they are produced. 


The other class of spiritualistic phenom- 
ena deserves more respectful consideration. 
The knowledge which has often been dis- 
played by mediums of matters known only 
tothe person employing the medium’s ser- 
vices is as remarkable as it is undeniable. 
The amount of evidence relating to this 
phase of Spiritualism is too great to be re- 
jected, and cannot be explained by the 
hypothesis of trickery in all cases. If, 
however, we once admit that it is possible 
for the medium to perceive the thoughts of 
another person, there is no longer any mys- 
tery. There is one medium of wide noto- 
riety who proposes to read questions that 
are written on slips of paper rolled into 
small pellets. Granting the truth of Dr. 
Bearp’s experiments, there is no reason why 
we should not grant the ability of this 
medium to read the writing on his pellets 
without the use of his eyes. And if this 
can be done, it is, to say the least, not at all 
incredible that certain mediums possess the 
power of reading thoughts that have not 
yet been committed to writing. 

We may concede that nine-tenths of 
Spiritualism are trickery, but it is the re- 
maining tenth which has hitherto been the 
stumbling-block of men who, although re- 
pudiating entirely the hypothesis that dis- 
embodied spirits are at the beck and call of 


‘spiritual mediums, cannot comprehend how. 


a man whom they meet for the first time 
can tell them truthfully of things which it 
is impossible, in the nature of things, that 
he could have previously known. <A care-_ 


ful investigator once noticed that no medium 
showed any surprising knowledge of sub- 
jects other than those present to the mind of 
the investigator, and he perceived that could 
it be assumed that the medium could read 
the thoughts of his clients, all that was un- 
accountable in Spiritualism would be ex- 
plained. Dr. BEARrD’s experiments certainly 
give us reason to believe that he has found 
the clue to the mystery which is the stock 
in trade of spiritual mediums, and if he has 
really done this, he has done an immense 
service in overthrowing what has proved to 
be a demoralizing and degrading supersti- 
tion. 

It is hoped that Dr. Brarp and other 
scientific men will continue to investigate 
the field which has hitherto been abandoned 
to charlatans. Now that one phase of 
‘‘clairvoyance”’ has been proved to have a 
substantial basis, there may be other dis- 
coveries to be made which wili be of equal 
interest and perhaps greater importance. 





Few persons remember the mad attempt of 
RIcHARD LAWRENCE to shoot President Jackson. 
It occurred on Jan. 30, 1835. On that day the two 
houses of Congress convened for the obsequies,of 
W. R. Davis, a Representative from South Carolina, 
then recently deceased, President Jackson and 
the heads of departments were in attendance. 
After a discourse by the Chaplain of the Housea 
funeral procession was formed, in which the Presi- 
dent walked arm in arm with the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Levr Woopsury. The procession left 
the hall of the House of Representatives and was 
passing through the rotunda, on the way to the 
eastern portico, when LAwRENcE, as he perceived 
the President approach, stepped forward from the 
crowd, advanced to within a few feet of him, drew 
a pistol, aimed it at the President, and pulled the 
trigger. The cap missed fire. Secretary Woop- 
BURY and others sprang to arrest him; he, how- 
ever, had time to draw another pistol, 
but this second attempt to shoot was equally 
unsuccessful. He was thrown down, disarmed, and 
secured. In taking aim he stood so near the Presi- 
dent that the latter instinctively started forward 
to strike the pistol aside with his cane; so that, had 
not the caps failed, there is every probability that 
a dangerous, probably a fatal, wound would have 
been given. The trial of Lawrence was postponed 
until April, apparently to allow time for searching 
his antecedents and investigating his mental con- 
dition. Both the evidence and LAwRENCE’s de- 
meanor in the court-room satisfied the public at 
the time that the shooting was the act of a lunatic. 
He had for some time believed himself to be King 
of the United States and Jackson to be an intruder 
and usurper. In the court-room his behavior was 
so wild and disorderly that his counsel begged that 
he might be removed and the trial proceed without 
him. No wonder; for when the District Attorney 
commenced speaking, LAwRENcE started up wildly 
exclaiming: ‘What means this personal indig- 
nity? Is it decreed that I am to be brought here ? 
And for what? I desire to know if 1, who claim 
the crown of the United States, likewise the crown 
of Great Britain, and who am superior to this 
court, am to be treated thus.”’ And the proceed- 
ings were frequently broken by like interruptions. 
As the jury agreed with the medical men that he 
was an irresponsible monomaniac, he was com- 
mitted to an asylum,

The distribution of amphibious mammifers 
has been attracting the attention of European biolo- 
gists to an unusual extent, and even to the exclu- 
sion of other departments, for the last few months, 
owing to the disclosures of an elaborate paper read 
by Prof. Mitnx-Epwarps in January last on the in- 
finence of antarctic currents upon the geographi- 
cal anomalies of certain marine organisms of low 
type, evidently radiating from antarctic waters as 
a centre, but very irregular, apparently, in their 
northerly migrations. The otaries, more familiar 
to naturalists, perhaps, as the eared seais—a low 
type of mammifers, amphibious in their habits— 
have been carefully studiedgby M. Trovessarr, an 
accomplished Continental biologist, who confirms 
the theory of Mitnge-Epwarps, drawn from the 
study of allied species, as to the agency of marine 
currents in the distribution of marine life, and 
furnishes some very valuable hints and suggestions. 
At aremote date the otaries obviously populated 
the antarctic regions, from which they have radi- 
ated northward, carried by icebergs regularly 
broken from the great austral ice-fields by strong 
ocean currents. In this manner, they have es- 
tablished numerous colonies on the shores of Cape 
Horn, the Falkland Islands, Cape. of Good Hope, 
the Island of Kerguelen, New-Zealand, and Aus- 
tralia. The current of Humboldt has wafted 
them to the west as far as the shores of the Galli- 
pagos Islands, directly under the equator, an1 
they have even penetrated the northern hemi- 
sphere, being frequent on the coast of California 
and in the Northern Pacific. But their route 
from the south polar regions to California 
was certainly indirect, for they fare absolutely 
wanting on the west coast of South America from 
Peru to Mexico, and are never found on the Mexi- 
can coast. The route followed by these animals— 
for the otaries of Gallipagosand those of California 
are allied—in traveling from the antarctic regions 
to the shores of California, is one of perplexing in- 
terest until the clue is disclosed. The equatorial 
current of the Pacific to the north of the Gallipagos 
and that of the Atlantic to the north of the Falk- 
land Islands move ina direction exactly contrary to 
the migration of the otaries. Tnose which are found 
on the shores of Tristan d’Acurha, for exam- 
ple, have evidently failed of a lodgment on the 
west coast of Africa ana been driven by the cur- 
rent toward the the shores of Patagonia, The so- 
called Mozambique current has, at the same time, 
peopled the Cape of Good Hope with these animals, 
and in various ways, by the agency of marine forces, 
they have occupied the shores of Australia, the 
Isle of Melville, &c., while, on the Atlantic side, 
they have never advanced beyond the Falkland. 
The migration of otariesinto the waters of the 
Indian Ocean is determined by the monsoon from 
April to October, when they traverse the Straits of 
Molucca; and thus, by all these combined agen- 
cies, one finds them on the coasts of Japan, of the 
Aleutian Islands, and California, which is the ex- 
treme limit of their vast circuit, their course having 
been north and across to the coasts of Eastern 
Asia, from there skirting the Northern Pacific. A 
comparison of species and genera, as observed by 
naturalists at points most distant from each other, 
shows that the otaries of Japan and Califor- 
nia have a common origin and starting-point, 
while another species is found alike on the 
coasts of the Antitles and in the Mediterranean 
Sea. The distribution of the macrorhine (marine 
elephant) is more difficult to understand, even by 
the aid of currents, as it occurs alike on the equa- 
torial shores of the Atlantic and Pacific. ™M. 
TROUESSANT dissents from the opinion of ALLEN, 
that the starting-point of this stock must be placed 
in the northern hemisphere; for, though found in 
California waters, the animal occurs in large num- 
bers only in the austral regions, particularly in the 
vicinity of Juan Fernandez. The department of 
inquiry started by Mr~ne-Epwarps only a few 
months ago has thus given rise to valuable contribu- 
tions, which may ultimately throw light upon the 
distribution of vegetabie as well as animal life, 
and of land life as well as marine. There is no 
doubt that some of the profoundest enigmas of ths 
science of biology are to be solved by the agency 
of marine currents, on the one hand, and of atmos- 
pheric currents on the other. 
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As thero are lunatics in the United States, as 
in Engiand, opposed to vaccination, who indulge 
in frantic speeches and inveigh against the horrible 
act “of snatching the infant out of its mother’s 
arms to hand it over to the Vaccinator to be mur- 
dered by inches,” perhaps the recent report made 
by Dr. BucHANAN, the medical officer of the Lon- 
don local Government Board, may be of some in- 
terest. As tc those opposed, however, to vaccina- 
tion, it really seems quite doubtful whether, from 
want of common sense or abundance of prejudice, 
they can ever be made to appreciate the absolute 
facts of the question. Taking the population of 
London by the millions, the statistics show that if 
1,000,000 people are vaccinated only 90 of them die 
from small-pox during the year. If 1,000,000 are 
not vaccinated, 3,350 of them die of this loathsome 
disease. If anything like selection were made as to 
age, and 1,000,000 London lads and girls were 
taken under 20 vears old and vaceinated, 61 might. 








die from small-pox, and of the unvaccinated 4,520. 
If very young chi!dren are taken, the 1,000,000 being 
under 5, of the vaccinated 41 would die, aad of the 
unvaccinated babies not less than 5,950. “*To put 
the same facts in a different shape, there are 37 
chances that you will die of smal!-pox in this million 
ir you are not vaccinated and one cnance if you are 
vaccinated.” If security from small-pox is greatest 
ata young age from vaccination, and the chances 
of catching the disease increase with age, security 
from danger is arrived at by revaccination. It must 
be, then, quite apparent that although a father or 
mother may decline to be vaccinated for certain 
stupid reasons, it approaches almost to wickednes¢ 
when they prevent their children from being vacck 
nated. “When aman refuses to have his child 
vaccinated, the infant suffers for the parent's folly, 
and the law rightly holds that there are many 
dangers which a man may incur for himself, and 
yet may not compe! others to incur.” 
ee 
To a humans man, more especially if he 
love horses—and a man is but half a man who does 
not—the charm of a coach journey is sadly marred 
if asteed bein pain. A fortiori should pleasure 
be spoiled ifa brother man be the sufferer. Cir- 
cumstances which have lately come to light go ta 
prove that the steam-boats which speed so gayly 
over our Summer seas are too often floating hells 
to the unhappy inmates of the furnace rooms. 
There are not a few of us who think ex 
istence a burden at a temperature of 85°, even 
when reclining in lofty halls or spacious piazzas. 
Think, then, what it must be to work hard night 
and day ata temperature of 120° to 170°. Yet 
this is in Summer the normal plight of firemen on 
hundreds of steamers, and it isnot beyond the 
truth to say that, were the choice offered, very 
many of us would infinitely prefer to existence on 
such terms that in a penitentiary. Is there a 
remedy? Yes. The ventilation could be greatly 
improved, the periods of work reduced by relays of 
help so as to obviate the remaining longin such 
an awful atmosphere, and other: steps might 
be taken to render the plight of these 
men more endurable while earning their honest 
livelihood. It is not sufficiently considered that by 
rendering honest labor intolerable an incentive ig 
offered to crime, and, more especially, to that anix 
mosity toward those more happily situated which 
finds expression in fierce strikes, Communism, and 
Nihilism. There are many among our comfortable 
classes to-day who would be likely to considerably 
modify their views on these “isms” during a voy< 
age as firemen to New-Orleans and back, and wha 
would begin to comprehend that, even in thig 
country, men may have cause for discontent.

with sublime Christian faith.” 


In parting from his neighbors and friends at 
Mentor, Ohio, last Spring, Gen. Garfield said: “Of 
what awaits mel cannot now speak, but I shall 
carry to the discharge of the duties that lie befora 
me and to the problems and dangers I may meet, a 
sense of your confidence and love, which will al- 
ways be answered by my gratitude.” 


The Little Rock (Ark.) Gazette reports Sem 
ator D. W. Voorhees, of Indiana, who is now at 
the Hot Springs, assaying that by the attempted 
assassination of the President one of the heaviest 
afflictions which could possibly be visited upon a 
people has fallen with terrible weight upon us, 
and that the injury done to the prosperity of the

The 
assassination of a man in time of waris horrible 
enough, but this awful crime, in time of profound 
peace, is a sharp blow at our Government. It is 
bringing us to a level with the other nations of the 
world, where such things have taken place, and 
the whole is so miserable that I hate to thing

Interest chiefly centred in the 
new building known as “Liverpool House,” the 
foundation-stone of which was laid in October last, 
and which completes the range of buildings for the 
Girls’ Orphanage. It stands on ground that was 
formerly occupied as a garden for the house of Mr. 
Chatterton, of Drury-Lane Theatre. For the four 
houses in the Orphanage during the past year the 
receipts were £21,787, and the expenditures £15,150, 
leaving a balance of £6,637. 


Landlords in Scotland are wiser than their 
peighbors on the unhappy island to the south 
west. Some weeks ago report was made of a re- 
markable case of rent reduction, and now another 
comes. There isafarm in Forfarshire which let 
in 1862 for £800. It has just been relet for £540. It 
is pointed out as an example of the prevalent over- 
rating of land that this farm, at a rent of £800, was 
not considered to be let at an unreasonable rate, or 
about the average in the district. But the tenant 
was absolutely unable to make both ends meet, 
aud the landlord had the good sense not only to 
see it, but to give him practical relief. 


It is a hard task to predict where any hive 
of bees will swarm, but the most accomplished 
keeper would probably select as the last place on 
the globe a populous town like London or Paris. 
In both these cities, within a month, swarms have 
been discovered. In London, they choseastheirnew 
lodging-place an old house in the crowded Strand, 
not far from the office of a well-known rural news- 
paper, the editor of which was entirely equal to 
the task of gathering them intoa hive. It is be- 
lieved that they strayed away from a Surrey 
meadow. The bees of Paris selected a more natural 
place than their London exemplars, and fixed 
themselves upon a tree growing out of the side- 
walk of a well-known boulevard. Crowds of peo- 
ple gathered around the spot before accomplished 
bands were found to remove the wayward insects 
to a more appropriate place of rest. 


Kossuth is in mourning for the death of his 
friend and constant companion, Gen. Ihasz. His 
life at Baraccone, near Turin, is most retired and 
uneventful. There are few persons whom he will 
see, and these are chiefly Americans, whom he will 
always see. At present he is engaged in the prep- 
aration of the third volume of his memoirs, and 
this, he says, will be the last volume he shall write, 
although, did strength permit, he would gladly 
write a fourth. Recently, when visited by a friend, 
he pointed to his secretary and said he had ma- 
terials there for 20 volymes, none of which would 
go into the grave with him, but all would be left 
to his sons for them to deal with as they should 
think best. Kossuth finds that his income is not 
able to maintain his quarters in Turin, as well as 
the villa at Baraccone, aud he has aecordingly de- 
termined to give up the villa. It has been sug- 
gested that it would be a graceful thing for the 
Fugarian nation to do to purchase the villa and 
make him a present of it. 

Antwerp is encouraged in the long deferred 
hope vf a partial return of her proud commercial 
days. ‘With a harbor capable of holding from 
1,000 to 1,200 ships, for long years she has had only 
a small percentage of that number, while her 
docks have fallen into melancholy neglect. It has 
often been said that her decay was beyond hope of 
arrest. Calculation, however, shows that within 
the past decade there has been, in ships which 
arrived there, an increased tonnage of 212 percent., 
against only 110 for Hamburg and 36 for Liverpool. 
Her docks and quays have been greatly extended 
and further new ones are now in procees of con- 
stiuction. The bed of the Scheld has been deep- 
ened so that ships of the largest size can come 
alongside the docks at any state of the tide. This 
season it is expected that enough work will be 
finished to give a half-mile more of quays and 10 
acres more of docks, besides three new dry docks, 
while the work to be finished at alater time will 
afford two miles of quays and 100 acres for cargoes.

WASHINGTON, July 6, 1881.

yellow fever at Demerara, British Guiana.

There have been $104,284,650 coupon 5 per 
cent. bonds received at the Treasury Depart- 
ment to date for continuance at 31<¢ per cent. 
A number of packages containing large 


amounts of these bonds which were forwarded 
previous to the Ist inst. have not been received. 

The French and American Claims Commis- 
sion met at 12 o’clock to-day. The cases of 
Lucien Mouret, Charles L. Crozat, Nephtalie 
Solomon, Emilie Adelina Cardaiilac, estate of 
Jean Bares, Pierre Garot and Lehman Meyer 
against the United States were stricken out of 
the motion in to-day’s proceedings. ‘The 
tlaims of Jean Marie Darouz, Jules Lasserre, 
Bertrand Bares, Kaufmann Kling, Joseph 
Cazaubon, Medard Kuntz, and a second claim 
of Lehman Meyer were then taken up, coun- 
sel for the United States moving ‘that the 
iemurrers therein be sustained and memorial- 
sts in the several cases be severally barred 
trom having or maintaining their respective 
memorials against the United States.” No 
objection being made by the French Agent, 
jhe commission took the motion under con- 
ideration.

DAVID M. CHAUNCEY. 


David M. Chauncey, for many years a well- 
znown resident of Brooklyn, died yesterday in 
ihe house of his brother, Daniel Chauncey, No. 140 
joralemon-street, in his sixty-fourth year, aftera 


ingering illness. Mr. Chauncey went to California 
st the time of the gold excitement of 1849, and 
was a member of the first Leyislature elected in 
-that State after it had been admitted to the Union. 
{n 1857 he returned to Brooklyn with an ample 
fortune, most of which he amassed in the building 
business. During the war he was elected a mem- 
ber of Assembly from Brooklyn, and served one 
term in the State Legislature. At the time of his 
death Mr. Chauncey was a Director of the Me- 
chanics’ Bank, of which his brother is President; 
‘put for a number of years he has not taken any 
ctive part in politics. 


THE REV. JOHN CUMMING, D. D. 

The death was announced by cable yester- 
fay of the Rev. Dr. John Cumming, F. R. 8. E.,a 
clergyman of the Scotch Church, in his seyenty- 
frst year. Dr. Cumming was born in Aberdeen- 


shire, Nov. 10, 1810. He went to London in 1833. 
He was the author of a number of works, among 
them “Apocalyptic Sketches.” ‘Daily Life,” 
* Voices of the Night,”? *“‘ The Great Tribulation.” 
and “Tne Seventh Vial.” He belonged to the Es- 
tablished Church of Scotland, and was warmly op- 
posed to the seceders of 1843.

THE AFRICAN WAR CLOUD 


FRANCE AND TURKEY PREPARING 
70 FIGHT. 

GRAVE COMPLICATIONS LIKELY TO ARISE 
FROM THE PORTE’S OPERATIONS IN 
TRIPOLI—THE SULTAN SNUBS A FRENCH 
AMBASSADOR—RUMORS OF FRANCE’S 
MILITARY INTENTIONS. 

Paris, July 6.—The République Francaise 
prints prominently an article severely blaming 
the Turkish operations in Tripoli, and predict- 
ing that grave complications will arise from 
them, 

The semi-official Télégraphe mentions a re- 
port current among the Arabs at Tunis that 
50,000 Turks and Arabs have entered Tunis 
from Tripoli. The Télégraphe also says the 
relations between France and Turkey are 
strained to the utmost extent. The Sultan de- 
clared that he would never again receive M. 
Tissot, the French Ambassador at Constanti- 
nople, and M. Tissot sent as areply that the Sul- 


tan might possibly learn some day what it costs 
to insult’ a great country in the person of its 
representative. : 

Disturbances are reported at Negrine, in the 
Province of Constantine. ; 

Lonpon, July 6.—The situation of affairs in 
North Africa 1s beginning to excite grave dis- 
quietude and distrust. In spite of the denial 
yesterday of the report that fresh troops are 
to be sent to Algeria, the Morning Post prints 
the following prominently: ‘‘ We have reason 
to believe that in the course of a few days 
France intends to mobilize 120,000 men, and ask 
the Chambers for credit for the dispatch and 
employment of the troops for three months. 
This extraordinary step is based upon the ne- 
cessity of immediatelv securing sty eg Pr 
and safety in the French possessions in North- 
ern Africa. M. Barthélemy St. Hilaire, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, will address represen- 
tations to the powers explaining the motives 
of the above movement, giving them to un- 
derstand that France is prepared to take what 
further measures she may deem requisite for 
the protection of her interests wherever men- 
aced.”? The Fost, commenting ou this news, 
says: ‘*The news is of extreme gravity, and 
may lead to serious complications.” 

Gen. Saussier, who has been appointed com- 
mander of the forcesin Algeria, formerly re- 
signed the same post because he disagreed with 
M. Albert Grévy, the Governor. His return, 
under the present circumstances, is a rebuff 
for M. Grévy, who isexpected to resign. Gen. 
Saussier would succeed him, and he takes out 
full powers to repair the military blunder 
committed and to suppress the insurrection. 
The men-of-war sent to Sfax with troops 
should have arrived on Tuesday. Telegraphic 
communication on that coast is now inter- 
rupted. : 

An official telegram rece'ved from Paris, un- 
der to-day’s date, contradicts the Morning 
fost’s assertion about the mobilization of 
French troops, and about M. Barthélemy St. 
Hilaire’s circular to the powers on the subject, 
and adds: “The troops now in Africa will 
suffice to quell the insurrection at Sfax, and to 
repel any raid that may be attempted on the 
Tunisian frontier or south of Oran.” 

The Liberal papers sneer at the Turkish Am- 
bassador’s disclaimer of the Porte’s responsi- 
bility for the Tunisian outbreak asa conse- 
quence of its sending troops to Tripoli. They 
say it will not satisfy public opinion until the 
Porte recalls its troops from Tripoli and dis- 
solves the camps on the Tunisian frontier. 

A Paris dispatch says: ‘‘ The resignation 
of Gen. Cialdini as Italian Ambassador at 
Paris, although not yet officially announced, 
is a fact.” 

MepuHIA, July 6.—A sustained cannonade 
has been audible in the direction of Sfax to- 
day, but no particulars have yet been re- 
ceived. 

Lonpon, July 7%7%.—A Paris correspondent 





says: ‘‘It is ailirmed that France has sent 
a note to the Porte declaring that 


she will hold Turkey responsible for the 
agitation among the Mohammedans in Tunis 
and Oran. A battalion of the Lyons garrison 
is preparing to go to Sfax to participate in 
the occupation of that place. 

A Madrid dispate says: ‘‘Vice-Ad- 
miral Jaurés, French Ambassador to 
Spain, has informed the Government 
that France will not only pay the damages 
suffered by Spaniards in Algiers, but that she 
intends to chastise the Arabs on the frontier.”’ 

A dispatch from Tunis says the Italian Con- 
sul will leave there July 6, (Wednesday,) and 
the Spanish and German Consuls will 
follow next week. None of them are expect- 
ed to return. Telegraphic communication 
with the coast has been restored. A large 
number of Arabs are entering Sfax. 

A Paris correspondent says says the Porte’s 
reply to the French note on the dispatch of 
Turkish troops to Tripoli states that it was a 
measure of precaution against the hankerings 
oj Italy, 


BRITISH STATE AFFAIRS. 


MORE AMENDMENTS TO THE LAND BILL— 
MR. BRADLAUGH’S DEMANDS. 

Loxpon, July 6.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Mr. Forster, Chief Secretary for 
Treland, stated that the promised provision in 
the Land bill regarding arrears of rent will be 
made by a new clause, which, with clauses 45 
and 47, will enable tenants whose rent does not 
exceed £30 under notice of ejectment to ap- 
ply to the Land Court to fix the judicial rent, 
and if the court finds that the tenant is over- 
rented the latter will have the privilege of sell- 
ing his interest in the holding under the terms 
of clause 1, The Government, he said, pro- 


posed to advunce the landlords’ 50 per 
cent. of the arrears due from _ tenants 
for the years 1878 and 1879, the landlord 


giving a receipt in full for the two years’ rent. 
The advance is to berepayable in 15 years by 
semi-annual installments. The maximum 
rate of interest will be 3% per cent., the ten- 
ant agreeing to have the judicial rent in- 
creased gradual y over the 15 years for the ex- 
tinction of the loan, and the landlord giving 
time tor the tenant tosettle tne arrears of 
1880. The advances are to be taken from the 
Irish Church fund. The arrangement is to be 
voluntary, not compulsory. 

The House of Commons went into Committee 
on the Land bill to-day. Clause 12 was post- 
poned.. Mr. Low, Attorney-General for Ire- 
jand, offered an amendment to clause 13, em- 
powering the court to restrain ejectment for 
a breach of statutory conditions, which was 
adopted by a vote of 251 to 147. Clause 13 
was then adopted without a division. 

P. J. Murphy has been arrested at Ballincol- 
lig, County Cork, under the Coercion act. 

Along correspondence between Mr. Glad- 
stone and Mr. Bradlaugh is published. Mr. 
Bradlaugh, prior to June 20, solicited an 
interview. Mr. Gladstone wrote, under date 
of June 20, courteously objecting, saying the 
Government’s position in Mr. Bradlaugh’s 
case would be misrepresented unless communi- 
cations between them were committed to 
writing. Mr. Bradlaugh, in a note dated June 
22, asked whether the Government intended 
to take a vote on the Parliamentary Oaths biil 
the present session, declaring that the House 
of Commons must vacate his seat or pass an 
act disqualifying him, or arrest him, as he 
was determined to go to the table of 
the House at all hazards. Two letters 
from Mr. Gladstone follow, doferring 
an answer as regards the Oaths bill. The sec- 
ond of these, dated June 28, indicates that 
there is no probability that the Government 
intends to press it. Mr. Bradlaugh, on June 
29, wrote that he proposed to take the opinion 
of his constituents; if it was their will it would 
most certainly be his duty to attempt to take 
his seat, and if this was resisted by illegal 
force, it might lead to very grave complica- 
tions, Mr. Gladstone replied, July 2: ‘*The 
Cabinet this day has decided not to proceed 
with the Oaths bill.” The correspondence con- 
cludes with a letter from Mr. Bradlaugh, re- 
gretting that the Government was unable or 
unwilling to enforce the law in his case. 

In the House of Commons to-day. Mr. Ste- 
venson (Liberal) presented a petition 1,100 
yards long and containing 84,824 signatures, 
in favor of closing pnblic houses on Sundays. 

Lonpon, July 7.—A deputation of Irish 
farm laborers have arrived in London. 
They were sent by many prominent 
Irishmen. Mr. Forster, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, will receive them to-morrow, and 
Cardinal Manning will receive them on Satur- 
day.

BI-METALLISM OR NOTHING. 
BANK OF ENGLAND’S PROPOSAL REJECTED— 
POSITION OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Paris, July 6.—The Paris Bourse says: 
“British speculators raised the price of silver 
on the strength of the Bank of England’s 
proposition, but the members of the Monetary 
Conference are unanimous in rejecting the pro- 
posal. It must be bi-metallism or nothing. In 


competent circles the conference is considered 
a failure for the time being.” 

At the sittine of the Monetary Conference 
to-day the Italian delegate explained the con- 
ditions upon which Italy would enter. the pro- 
posed union, namely, the coining of silver to a 
restricted amount. Mr. Fremantle, British 
delegate, semi-officially stated that the Bank 
of England would willingly increase its reserve 
silver if a union, formed without the concur- 
rence of England, accepted the unlimited coin- 
age of silver. The conference adjourned until 
the 8th 3 

Lonvon, July 6.—The Times in its financial 
article says: ‘‘ There has been great disap- 
pointment among the bi-metallists in London 
at the unwillingness ot the American delegates 
to the International Monetary Conference, at 
the last moment, to engage that their Govern- 
ment will open its mints for the free ae 
of silver in the ratio of 154 to lof gold. It 
is understood that United States Minister 
Lowell has been most explicit on this point in 
his communications to the British Foreign 
Office, and it was under that impression that 
the Treasury wrote to the Bank of England 
and that the bank gave the reply they have 
done. But the reluctance of the American 
delegates at the last moment is, of course, ac- 
countable. Their Government should look 
well to what it is doing, and second thoughts 
are always likoly enough to change so grave a 
decision as an equal agreement to become bi- 
metallic wouid have been.”

EFFORTS TO GAIN POSSESSION OF MERV—

toward God and their country. The moderate 
Left and the Right supported the amendment, 
which was carried by a vote of 139 to 126, in 
spite of the strenuous Cg commer of Premier 
Ferry.

A conflict be- 
tween the Chambers wil! not result, as the dis- 
solution of the Chamber of Deputies will inter- 
vene, but the bill will probably fail.

LONDON, July 6.—The Viceroy of India tele- 
graphs that reports from Kandahar say there 
are growing dissensions among the Ameer’s 
officers at Kandahar and Girishk. The Ameer 
has ordered troops to advance on Farah. 

William Inman, Managing Director and 
principal owner of the Inman Line of steam- 
ships, who died on Sunday last, was buried to- 
day at Moreton, in the presence of a large 
gathering of leading citizens, and amid mani- 
festatious of respect and regret. 

The Crown Prince and Princess of Germany 
and their children arrived at Windsor Castle 
to-day.

The Ger 
mania (clerical) fears that if Mr. Garfield again 
returns to power the Republic will have to expe- 
rience bitter conflicts before the system of reform 
which Mr. Garfield had so courageously is 
effectively carried out. The Zridune says it hopes 
that Guiteau’s shot will ripen a resolution in all 
patriotic Americans not to rest until the system of 
corruption has been thoroughly abolished. The 
conservative Reichsbote does not regard the at- 
tempt on Mr. Garfieid’s life as the result of a polit- 
ical conspiracy, but of the bad state of affairsin the 
much-vaunted Republic. The Boersen Courier de- 
nounces the disgraceful place-hunting which forms 
a cancer in the existence of the great Republic.” 

The Duke of Edinburgh and the Crown Prince of 
Germany have sent inquiries concerning the condi- 
tion of Mr. Garfield.

NEW-YORKERS MORE HOPEFUL. 
GRATIFIED BY THE BULLETINS FROM WASH- 
INGTON—NO CROWD AT THE FIFTH- 
AVENUE HOTEL. 

The people of New-York heaved a great sigh 
of relief yesterday when they went forth to the 
day’s business and saw that the cheering reports of 
the President’s condition contained in the morning 
papers were fully confirmed by the morning bul- 
letins. Men went about their business with lighter 
hearts, more elastic steps, and brighter counte- 
nances than they have been able to assume at 
any time since Saturday morning. In thestreets, 


in the counting-houses, at the Exchanges, every- 
where men prefaced the business of the day 
with expressions of thankfulness that the 
chances seemed to be in favor of the failing of the 
assassin’s purpose. There was no tendency to 
negiect business, such as was shown very general- 
ly on Saturday and Tuesday. The crowds around 
the newspaper offices and the various bulletin- 
boards set up in front of stores and telegraph 
oftices were very much smaller throughout the day 
than on Tuesday, and in the evening the streets 
and hotels resumed the appearance which was 
their wout before the crime was committed. 
The Fifth-Avenue Hotel, which, since Saturday 
morning, has been crowded to overflowing, was 
last night comparatively deserted. Not more than 
25 persons were to be seen in the vestibule at any 
one time after 8 o’clock, and the greater part of 
those were reporters and politicians. Among the 
politicians who spent most of the evening there 
were Collector Merritt, Commissioner Jacob Hess, 
and Gen. John N. Knapp, Treasurer of the Repub- 
lican State Committee. Capt. James B. Eads, who 
had just arrived from Washington, and “Long” 
John Wentworth, of Chicago, also showed them- 
selves once or twice in the corridors, but were not 
disposed to be interviewed. 

Mr. Conkling, who had remained jn the hotel all 
day, went out about 4 o’clock in the afternoon to 
take a Russian bath. Laterin the afternoon he 
went out for a drive, and had not returned to the 
hotel at 9:30 o’clock. Notwithstanding the hope- 
ful nature of the official bulletins which were 
received and displayed upon the counter of 
the hotel office, absurd rumors were cir- 
culated from time to time during the afternoon 
and evening. One of these was that a man 
named Pearl had received a dispatch from 
Dr. Bliss saying that the President’s pulse had 
risen late in the afternoon to 108, and that his con- 
dition was much Jess favorable than it had been 
during the day. This rumor created a good deal 
of uneasiness until it was refuted by the official 
bulletin of 8:30 P. M. At the Windsor. Hotel there 
were very few persons, and the conversation was 
confined chiefly to expressions of hopeful feeling. 
The other hotels were almost deserted. 

Very few persors were at the clubs last evening, 
the excessively hot weather having driven nearly 
everybody out of town. Abouta dozen gentiemen 
—_ the evening at the Union League Club- 

vuse, but there were no men of especial promi- 
pence among them. The main topic of conversa- 
tion during the arternoon and evening was the 
President’s improvement, The nature and effects 
of gun-shot wounds were thoroughly discussed, as 
were also the chances ofarelapse. Great gratifi- 
cation was expressed at the hopeful turn the case 
had taken, and strong hopes of entire recoverv 
were generally entertained. ‘ Even those,” said 
one member, **who have hitherto been most de- 
spondent to-day began to express hopes that after 
all the President will recover.” Bulletins had 
been put up in the vestibule of the club 
from time to time during the morning, but none 
had been received since 1 o'clock, and at 8:30 o’clock 
the evening bulletin was anxiously awaited. No 
other subject than the encouraging news from 
Washington was talked about by the few members 
who repaired to the Turf Club yesterday afternoon 
and evening. Here prevailed, too, the same hope- 
ful feeling that was observable everywhere else,

CHICAGO, July 6.—Griscom has entered upon 


the fortieth day of his fast feeling quite comforta- 
ble and in excellent spirits. His appearance to-day 
is much improved from what it has been for some 
days past, the languid, careworn expression having 
disappeared and given place to a cheerful and con- 
tented tone. He no longer suffers from the rush of 
biood to his head, and he says he fee's firstrate in 
every way. During the past 24 hours he drank 32 
ounces of water and lost 1 pound in weight, or 
4334 pounds since the fast began. He now 


weighs 15% pomds. At 7:45 this morning his 
pulse was is respiration 13, and temperature 
9734°. At 2:30 this afternoon he went out for atwo 


and a half hours’ sail on the lake on an excursion 

steamer, the course being round the Crib and back 

and forth over the lake in that vicinity. In reply 
to an inquiry of Tue Times’s correspondent as to 

how long he intended to continue the fast, Gris- 
com said: ‘ Nottwominuteslongerthan 120’clock 
next Tuesday, when I shail have finished my forty- 
fifth day, and then I will have the pleasure of a 
good mea', -I suppose the last five minutes will ap- 
pear like five days, but I shall have everything 
ready in the morning, and have a grand spread in 
the room inside here. I shall eat very sparingly at 
first till I see what effect it is going to have on me, 
for I don’t care to endure hours of suffering for the 
sake of a few minutes’ pleasure.” ‘* What 
has been the object of this fast, Mr. 
Griscom?’ asked the correspondent. ‘This 
is but the beginning of two _ years’ 
good work,’ he replied. “*Iam but laying the 
foundation for a course of lectures which I intend 
to deliver through the country, in which I shail 
deal with the scientific results which have been 
brought to light by it.” ‘‘ Have you yet discovered 
any new scientific facts?”

SIR EDWARD THORNTON. 
HIS COUNTRYMEN’S GOOD WISHES—ALLU- 

SIONS TO THE NATION’S SORROW. 
; There was a quiet but impressive leave-tak- 
ing in one of the large parlors of the Clarendon 
Hotel yesterday forenoon, just prior to Sir Edward 
Thornton’s departure for the steamer Bothnia, on 
which he sailed with his family for England. 
About 25 of the ex-Minister’s fellow-countrymen as- 
Bembled for the purpose of presenting him with an 
address expressive of their high regard and good 
wishes for the future welfare of himself and fam- 
Ly. Among the gentlemen presont were Mr. Ed- 


ward M. Archibald, the British Consul-General at 
this port; Mr. Robert Gordon, Mr. John Paton, Mr. 
R. J. Cortis, Mr. James West, Chief of the Caledo- 
nian Club; Mr. Frederick W. Fleck, Mr. W. 3B. Rich- 
ardson, Mr. Gordon Norrie, Mr. Hugh Roberts, Mr, 
George H. Troop, Mr. A. M. Stewart, and Messrs. 
Tucker, Beddeli, and Mostage, of the St. George's 
Society. Soon after 10 o’clock Sir Edward entered 
the parlor, and was addressed as follows by Mr. 
Archibald: 


Sin Epwarp Trornton: The British national so- 
cieties—the St. George’s, St. Andrew’s, St. David’s, 
the Albion, the Caledonian, and the british Provi- 
cent en gs, | every class of the 
British residents of New-York, earnestly desir- 
ous of testifying, on the eve of your departure 
from America, their respect and esteem for your- 
self and theirsense of your distinguished services 
in the high office which for so many years you 
have filled as her Majesty’s representative in the 
United States, have with great cordiality adopted 
an address which they have done me the honor to 
request me to read and hand to you in the pres- 
ence of the gentlemen here in attendance who 
form delegations for this purpose from the socie- 
ties mentioned. But before I proceed to read the 
address, I beg leave to refer briefly to a 
subject which, at this moment, is uppermost 
in all minds, and which burdens all hearts, We 
are met together under the shadow of a great sor- 
row which has overshadowed this Nation, and is, 
indeed, shared br all the civilized nations of the 
world. Iam sure that I Aeagen | interpret the feel- 
ings and wishes, not alone of all who are here 
present, but of every member of the British com- 
munity of New-York, in taking this opportunity of 
giving expressien to their heartfelt grief and in- 
dignation at the murderous crime which has 
brought the honored head of this great Nation to 
the gates of death, ana has left his life still trem- 
bling in the balance. Let me add how sincere is 
oursympathy with the wife and family of the 
President under this shocking calamity, and how 
earnest our trust that God will bless the means 
used in restoring him to health and strength and 
te the hearts of a grateful people. 

With this brief allusion to a matterof such deep 
and unusual concern, and which I trust.is not in- 
opportune or inappropriate to the occasion which 
has brought us together,] shall now, with your 

rmission, proceedto read the address which I 

old in my hand. 

The formal address was printed in Toe Times of 
yesterday. It had been beautifully engrossed on 

archment, and as the roll was handed to the ex- 

{inister he seemed momentarily overcome by his 
emotions. Quickly recovering his composure, how- 
ever, he expressed his appreciation of the compli- 
ment tendered him in the following language: 

Iam most sincerely grateful to you, my kind 
friends and countrymen, for the flattering expres- 
sions which you have made use of with regard to 
my conduct of the affairs of the legation during 
my long residence in the United States, more so, I 
fear, than my poor services have deserved. It has 
been a source of real regret to me that I have not 
been able to pay more frequent visits to this great 
centre of business of all kinds, and not to have 
been able to profit and to be enlightened by your 
opinions upon various subjects of interest, for I 
hold that a representative of any nation always 
gains by the sympathy and support of his country- 
men; yet, although I have been unable to 
have much personal communication with you, 








I have always felt a latent good influ- 
ence, arising, perhaps, from the conviction 
that have enjoyed your good _ wishes, 


while I have thought that I was better serving 
your interests by being constantly at my post and 
endeavoring to strengthen those relations between 
Great Britain and the United States, which, I en- 
tirely agree with you, are now established upon a 
firm footing of friendship and good will. Your 
welfare is ultimately connected with that of this 
great country,and it appears,to me that the hopes of 
peace and prosperity were never more promising. 
One horrible and dastardly crime committed a few 
days ago has thrown a momentary dark cloud over 
the serenity of the prospect; but I cannot but be- 
Heve that all true citizens wili rally around the 
constituted authorities and will prove their 
devotion to law and order by universal- 
ly condemning this and all other wicked 
attempts upon the lives of their chosen rulers. 
I cannot leave you without begging you to accept 
my warmest thanks for the cordial support and 
friendship which you have given forso many years 
to that most excellent and eflicient public servant, 
her Majesty's Consul-General at New-York; to sever 
my official connection with him is one of my great- 
est sorrows in leaving the United States. I thank 
you, too, very sincerely for the kind wishes which 
— express with regard to Lacy Thornton and my 

amily, who, like myself, will never forget tne 
kindness which we have enjoyed from all classes 
in this country. 

After he had finished speaking Sir Edward was 
introduced to many of the gent!emen present, and 
aftera few moments spent in hand-shaking the 
cistinguished gentieman was obliged to withdraw 
to hurriedly complete the preparations for his 
journey.

TUNNELING BROADWAY. 
4# FAVORABLE REPORT FROM THE COMMIS- 
SIONERS—A RIVAL COMPANY'S PROTEST. 


The Commissieners—ex-Judges Bosworth 
and Davies and Mr. John O’Brien—appointed to de- 
termine whether an underground railroad should 
be permitted to be built beneath Broadway, met 
yesterday in the Supreme Court, General Term, 
room. Onlythreeof the 320 Broadway property- 
owners who had been notified of the hearing ap- 
peared. They have not yet either opposed or ap- 
proved the scheme. Messrs. Robert Sewell 
and E. W. Page represented the Broadway 
Underground Connecting Railway Company, 


of which Mr. Sewell is the President. They 
presented maps and plans of the work proposed 
to be done by the company. Mr. Joseph Patter- 
son, a civil engineer, testified that he approved as 
practicable the plans presented to the commis- 
sion, and that in their execution the buildings in 
Broadway would not be damaged. With respect 
to his qualifications as an expert, Mr. Patterson 
saic he constructed in Glasgow, Scotland, a tunnel 
Bimilar tothe one proposed to be made under 
Broadway; that in Brazil he made one, after Eng- 
lish engineers had declared the work impractica- 
ble, and that he had constructed tunnels in various 
parts of the country. Mr. Walter G. Morris, the 
Chief Engineer of the Broadway Underground 
Connecting Railway Company, explained his plans 
to the Commissioners. 

Mr. Joseph Dixon, as a Trustee and shareholder 
of the Broadway Underground Railway Company 
—formerly the Beach Pneumatic Transit Com- 
pany—presented a protest against the proceedings 
as based upon the petition of the Broadway Un- 
Serzground Connecting Railway. His protest was 
apon the ground that his company alone has the 
tight to construct atunnel under Broadway, be- 
tween Park-place and Fourteenth-street. The Com- 
wissioners will mect again on July 13.

FOOD AND DRUGS TO BE ANALYZED. 

At the rooms of the Board of Health yester- 
flay the Sanitary Committee of the State Board of 
Health met to discuss chapter 407 of the Laws of 
i8S8i, entitled, ‘‘ An act to prevent the adulteration 
of food and drugs.” The articles which come un- 


der the provisions of the act were divided into 
li groups, each group being assigned to an analyst, 
as follows: Group No. 1—Fruit and spices; Dr. 
Lattimore, of Rochester. Group No. 2—Sugar, 
glucose, syrups, molasses, confections, honey, soda 
water, syrups, ice-cream; Dr. Pitt, of Buffalo, Group 
No. 3—Butter, cheese, lard-oil, olive-oil; Dr. Cald- 
well, of Ithaca. Group No. 4—Wine, beer, spirits, 
cordials; Dr. Englehart, of Syracuse. Group No. 
5—Tea, coffee, and cocoa; Drs. Lattimore and Hoft- 
man. Group No. 6—Organic chemicals as met with 
in pharmacy, quinine and its preparations, ether, 
food essences; Dr. Caldwell. Group No. 7—Meat 
extracts, fish and fish extracts, and gelatine; Dr. 
Chester, of Hamilton. Group No. 8—Vegetable 
and animal drugs;*Dr. Hoffman. Group No. 9—All 
harmaceutical preparations; Dr. Hoffman. Group 
Yo.

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

City Superintendent Jasper presented to the 
Board of Education yesterday a detailed report of 
the results shown by the recent examination of ap- 
Dlicants from the City grammar schools for ad- 


mittance to the Normal College and the College of 
the City of New-York. Of the 790 boys who sought 
admission to the latter institution, 548 were suc- 
cessful, theiraverage per cent. work being 82.4. 
To the Norma! College 686 girls out of 856 appli- 
cants were admitied, with an average work of 
83.5 per cent. Two indecisive baliots were taken 
for an Assistant Superintendent of Public Schools 
in place of Prof. A. J. Schem, deceased, and the 
election was postponed, a special committee of 
five being appointed to investigate whether or not 
such official was longer necessary. The board 
voted to discontinue Primary School No. 47, at 
William’s Bridge.

ELEVATED RAILWAY AFFAIRS. 
AN INJUNCTION AGAINST THE MANHATTAN 
COMPANY CONTINUED, 

The suits of Frank N. Weiler and George 8. 
Lespinasse against the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany and others were before Judge Larremore, in 
the Special Term of the Court of Common Pleas, 
yesterday morning. Frank N. Weiler is a bond- 
holder of the Metropolitan Elevated Railway. He 
alleges that his interests, and the interests of his 
fellow-bondholders, are endangered because the 
earnings of the elevated railroads are not applied 
by them to the payment of the interest upon their 


bonds, in accordance with the _ provisions 
of the mortgage upon the roads. He pro- 
cured an injunction restraining the Manhat- 
tan Company from paying, and the Metropoli- 
tan Company from receiving and paying to 
its stockholders, the semi-annual dividend_provid- 
ed for in the lease of the railroads to the Manhat- 
tan Company. The suit of George S. Lespinasse, 
who is a bondholder of the New-York Elevated 
Railroad Company, is similar to that of Weiler. 
Lespinasse procured a temporary injunction 
against the Manhattan Railway and the New-York 
Elevated Railroad Companies. The defendants in 
both suits were to show cause yesterday why the 
injunctions shoula not be continued, pending the 
litigations. When th2 Weiler suit was called by 
Judge Larremore it was announced that the hear- 
ing bad been postponed until July 19. Mr. Thomas 
Thatcher then said that since Friday last he had 
become the attorney of George S. Lespinasse, and 
that he had not had time to prepare for argument. 
He assumed that the attorneys for the defendants 
had agreed to his proposal for an adjournment, be- 
cause they had not returned to him a stipulation 
he had sent to their oftice. Mr. David Duiley 
Field, who represented a stockholder of the New- 
York Company, urged that the hearing should go 
on. He had come 150 miles to argue the case. and 
had a right to be heard at once, because his client 
was prevented by the injunction from receiving 
$4.500 to which be was entitled as a stockholder. 

* Mr. Thatcher remarked that Mr. Field's client 
would not be put into a better condition by the 
dissolution of the Lespinasse injunction, because 
there were other injunctions operating to the same 
effect. Mr. Field said that the hearing should go 
on, and that the defendant—the Manhattan Rail- 
way Company—should not put itself into the posi- 
tion of maintaining an injunction against itself. 
He believed that the injunction was the result of 
collusion, because it was well known that the 
plaintiff—Lespinasse—was the broker of José F. 
Navarro, a Director of the Manhattan Company. 
Mr. Ira Shafer, who appeared for the Manhattan 
Company, said that he was sorry to see Mr. Field 
opposed to that company. He argued that nobody 
would be harmed if the injunction were continued 
afew days. Mr. Julien T. Davies, the former attor- 
ney for Mr. Lespinasse, denied that the injunction 
had been procured by collusion. Judge Larremore 
said he could not see that anybody would be hurt 
by delay, and, therefore, he adjourned the hearing 
until to-morrow morning. 

The hearing upon the motion to continue the 
temporary injunction in the suit of the New-York 
Elevated Railroad Company against the Manhattan 
Railway and the Metropolitan Elevated Railroad 
Companies and others was set down for yesterday 
in the Superior Court, Special Term, but was ad- 
journed, by consent, until July 15. 

A new sult was begun yesterday in the Court of 
Common Pleas by the New-York Elevated Rail- 
road Company against José F. Navarro,a well- 
known Director of the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany, and George S. Lespinasse. the bondholder 
above referred to. of the New-York Elevated Rail- 
road Company. The suit was begun by the ser- 
vice of a summons only, for, as Mr. Lespinasse was 
expected to sail for Europe yesterday morning, 
there was not time to draw a formal complaint. 
The attorneys for the plaintiff company are Field, 
Dorsheimer, Bacon & Deyo. Mr. David Dudley Field 
said yesterday afternoon that the ground of this 
new action would bsconspiracy on the part of 
Navarro and Lespinasse, consisting in the fact that 
Lespinasse had a few days since begun suit and 
obtained asham injunction restraining the Man- 
hattan Railway Company from paying and the 
New-York Elevated Railroad Company from re- 
ceiving the dividend due on the bonds of the latter 
company. The summons was served on Mr. Les- 
pinasse on board the steamer as he was leaving for 
Europe, and upon Mr. Navarro at his office Jater in 
the day. Mr. Field said that Lespinasse was in 
fact Mr. Navarro’s confidential broker and agent 
in numerous business transactions. 

The annual election of the Metropolitan Elevated 
Railway Company will take place to-morrow. The 
Board of Directors consists of 11 members, and 
it is said that se7en of them are Directors in 
the Manhattan Railway Company. The lattercom- 
pany has 13 members inits Board of Directors, so 
that it will be seen the seven are a majority in 
either board and virtually control both. It was 
said yesterday that an effort will be made at the 
election to-morrow to break this control by a 
movement led by Russell Sage, who, it is claimed, 
holds enough Metropolitan stock and proxies to 
elect an entirely new set of Directors in the 


Metropolitan.

CANAL TOLLS. 
AN EFFORT TO HAVE THEM ABOLISHED AND 
TO DECREASE TERMINAL CHARGES. 

A meeting of persons interested in the canals 
as boat-owners and shippers was held on Tuesday 
at MeNally’s, No. 10 South-street, to take action 
in relation tothe abolition of canal tolls and the 
reduction of terminal charges. The meeting was 
continued yesterday, Mr. Thomas Malary in the 
chair. Yesterday Mr. M. J. Stahl, as Chairman of 
a select committee, appointed on Tuesday, made a 


report stating that the committee had called on 
the President and Board of Managers of the Prod- 
uce Exchange, and submitted to them a state- 
ment in writing, in which they said: 


“This committee was appointed to confer with 
you in regard to a reduction of elevator and other 
charges now imposed on canal commerce at this 
port. Werespectfully submit that unless a reduction 
is made in elevation, tolls, scalpage, insurance, and 
wharfage, the canal fleet will at no distant date be 
forced out of the transportation business. Itis our 
candid opinion that charges for elevation should 
not exceed 14 cent per bushel, and that this rate 
would leave a fair profit to those engaged in the 
business. We arrive at this conclusion from what 
it costs to handle other products at this port. The 
mode of doing canal business at Buffalo has long 
since become demoralized and corrupt; therefore, 
we ask at your hands a careful consideration of the 
following items of expense on a boat-load of 8,000 
bushels of wheat from Buffalo to New-York:

FIGHTING ON A ROOF. 

Adolph Waitzman, a tailor, lives at No. 13 
Clinton-street, of which premises David Zimmer- 
man is landlord. The Fourth of July was Waitz- 
man’s birthday, and he made elaborate prepara- 
tions to celebrate it, in conneetion with an exten- 
sive personal observance of Independence Day.

A DETECTIVE ASTONISHES THE COURT. 

On the trial of John Corcoran for the mur- 
der of Lee Teep, a Chinaman, which was resumed 
in General Sessions yesterday, ex-Judge Horace 
Russell examined anumber of additional witnesses 


in support of the alibi. Ellen Corcoran, a sister, 
and Kate Corcoran, acousin, of the prisoner, swore 
that at the time of the stabbing of Lee Teep—about

for the defense. In rebuttal, Assistant District At- 
torney Beecher called John Cooper, who, during

to the case onJune17. Heimmediately engaged 
rooms, he said, at No. 38 Marior-street, made him-

ner. During a recess of .tho court, ho said. a wit- 








ness named Small, who testified for the defense, 
deciared toa man named Paddy Gleason that Of- 
ficer Hart had gone back on the gang, but be 
(Small) would make a liarof him when he himself 
went on the witness stand. Gleason said to Small: 
* You want to stick to one thing, and the gang will 
get Johnny out of this scrape.”” On the same even- 
ing, witness added, he had seen Ellen Corcoran 

the prisoner's sister, on the corner of Spring and 
Marion streets surrounded by the young men who 
had sworn for the defense. She mimicked the 
manner in which an oath was taken in court, to 
the great delight of the men who had been sworn 
as witnesses. The detective also testified that Al- 
fred Delmarsh, one of the witnesses examined in 
support of the alibi, had said that he did not want 
to testify or get into any trouble for “ that mur- 
derer, Johnny Corcoran.” This closed the testi- 
mony on both sides, and the case will be summed 
up to-day. 
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THE PURROY PICNIC. 
ANNUAL EXCURSION OF THE WESTCHESTER 
UNTERRIFIED DOWN THE BAY. 


One of those ever-memorable occasions in 
the history of the annexed district occurred yes- 
terday, the event being, of course, the annual ex- 
cursion of the Tammany statesmen north of Har- 
lem bridge and their families and sweethearts.

The 
ever-active ex-President of the Board of Aldermen, 
Henry D. Purroy, is the Grand Sachem of this 
society, and under his special guardianship the 


wives and daughters and sweetnearts of the states- 
men of the Westchester district of New-York 
were at peace, and happy in the fact of absolute 
security from manor beast. As the leader among 
men, Mr. Purroy had a kindly smile for all, and his 
hospitality was unbounded. The tickets for the 
excursion were sold at $1 each, and bore the spe- 
cial announcement that the steam-boat Blackbird, 
with barges, would leave Mott Haven promptly at 
9 o'clock, touching at Dover-street at 10 o'clock. 
When TxHE Timzs’s reporter, at the last-mentioned 
hour, reached the foot of Dover-street, he 
founda goodly gathering of down-town Tammany 
statesmen and gentlemen of elegant leisure bask- 
ing in the broiling sun of South-street. They 
were awaiting the coming of the barge with the 
outpouring from Mott Haven. The Hon. Mark 
Lanigan, with an ulster on his arm, said to a_ knot 
ofimpatient officeholders and playwrights that it 
was only fair to give the barges half an hour’s 
grace. Mr. George J. Kraus, who recently produced 
“The Tigress of the Plains” at his Bowery dramatic 
temple, was not easily pacified when an hour had 
slipped away without bringing the barges in view. 
Between 11 and 12 o'clock the sun-baked party 
amused themselves by specuiating upon the proba- 
ble sinking of the barges somewhere near Black- 
well’s Island. The down-town statesmen, at 12:30, 
were trying to assuage their grief in the neighbor- 
ing bar-rooms, and expressed their opinion of the 
managers of the excursion in ro, uncertain tones. 
At 1 o’clock messengers arrived saying that the 
barge had certainly started an hour before that 
time. This. for a time, had a mollifying effect 
upon the crowd. Piccadilly collars had, however, 
drooped,and handkerchiefs were soaked with pers- 
piration. Afewof the politicians who seriously 
suffered from the excessive heat were compelled 
to go to their homes, and those who re- 
mained until 2 o’clock, at which time the 
barges actually putin an appearance, were among 
the most angry persons to be found on Manhattan 
Island. It was explained by the gentlemen from 
Westchester that the delay was owing tosome 
misunderstanding between the owners of the 
barges and$Mr. Purroy’s Tammany Society. Those 
who stepped on the barges at the Dover-street pier 
found the bars doing a lively business, and plenty 
of whisky and other liquid refreshments yet in the 
lockers. The rain began to fall just as the barges 
started toward the Bay, and the statesmen from 
both sides of Harlem bridge joined in expressions of 
disgust at their ill luck. The rain ceased, however, 
before the barges were off the shore of Staten Isl- 
and. When about five miles from Alderney Park 
it was decided by the management not to go 
there at all, but to turn about and slowly steam 
homeward. Among those on the hurricane deck 
of one of the barges were Hugh Ferrigan, of Cob- 
web Hall: John Halloran, James J. Martin, John 
McCarrick, George J Kraus, John Stone, Henry 


D. sa Dr. M. Purroy, Charles D. 
Purroy, Joseph Purroy, and James Camp- 
bell. Mr. Ferrigan’s attention was called to an 


English flag tiving from a pole on this deck. He 
made a savage plungg at it, and was cheered. His 
tall pearl-colored hat struck the vole, gracefully 
gyrated through the air and dropped in the water. 
Although Mr. Ferrigan had lost his hat, he tore 
down the fiag and stamped uponit. For this he 
was again cheered, and he went on his way—hatless 
and rejoicing. Instead of stopping at the Dover- 
street pier on the return trip the barges kept 
on towardMott: Haven. The trip from the Battery 
to that place was made in the unprecedented time 
of three hours and a half. The stock of whisky and 
beer was then exhausted, and the barges were 
made fast to the pier at Mott Haven. All said that 
they had thoroughly enjoyed themselves, and 
voted Mr. Purroy King of the annexed district. 
Not a blow was struck on the voyage. Mr. Purroy’s 
special Police officers were instructed to make 
short work of unruly persons, and this was sufficient 
to insure a gentle disposition on the part of all. 





A MAD SEA CAPTAIN. 
SHOOTING BULLETS RIGHT AND LEFT 


DISMAYING THE POLIC@. 


Information was sent to the First Precinct Sta- 
tion-house, in Jersey City, about 2 o0’clock yester- 
day morning, that there was a riotin progress on 
board a schooner lying at the steel factory dock, 
foot of Warren-street.: Officers Speer and Short 
hastened there and found that Capt. Henry Taylor, 
of the schooner River Queen, had been creating a 
tremendous sensation. He had armed himself 
with a gun, arevolver, an axe, and a club, and had 
made such a commotion that the Captaius of two 


other schooners lying alongside thought he had 
been attacked by river thieves. When they heard 
the shooting Capt. Frederick H. Raeder, of the 
schooner Yankee Doodle, and Capt. Noah Cran- 
mer, of the Excel, hastened to nis assistance, and 
were astonished at finding nobody on board the 
River Queen but Capt. Taylor himself. They saw 
from his actions that he was in a drunken frenzy, 
and attempted to quiet him, but he resented 
their efforts and drove them from the ves- 
sel with threats and imprecations. As_ they 
were hastening over the side he fired sev- 
eral shots at them, and one bullet struck 
Capt. Raeder in the leg, inflicting a painful and 
dangerous wound. Capt. Cranmer escaped the 
bullets, but ashe was jumping in his haste- from 
the Yankee Doodle to his own schooner he tell and 
broke his leg. The two Police officers made their 
way over‘to the River Queen, but as they clambered 
over the side they were met by a volley from Capt. 
Taylor’s revolver, which was returned by Officer 
Short, Officer Speer, who had no weapon but his 
club, sought refuge behind the cabin, and remained 
there until Officer Short’s ammunition was ex- 
hausted, when they both hastened from the vessel 
and went for assistance. They secured reinforce- 
ments in the persons of Sergt. Marinus, Detective 
Bowe, Roundsman Coward, and Officer Rey- 
nolds, and returned to the yessel. When they 
boarded, the River Queen, Detective Bowe 
and Officer Speer, who were in front, were sud- 
denly accosted by Capt. Taylor, who had the axe 
in one hand and the revolver in the other. De- 
tective Bowe ordered him to surrender under pain 
of being shot, but Taylor swung the axe around and 
aimed a blow at the officers. As the weapon came 
down it struck Officer Speer’s club and cut it clear 
off at the handle. The officer’s hands escaped 
being cut off only by a few inches. The next 
ins ant. the Captain mounted the outside railing 
of the vessel and commenced firing, but he had 
only fired one shot when Detective Bowe leveled 
his revolver and shot him in the fleshy part of 
the thigh. The Captain tumbled into the water 
and sank beneath the surface, but in a few seconds 
he reappeared and commenced to swim away. 
Detective Bowe and officer Reynolds leaped into a 
yawl lying alongside and gave chase, but when they 
approached the Captain he dived down and rose to 
the surface some distance away. This was re- 
peated several times, and the Captain continued 
to swim about for nearly half an hour before he 
was captured and puiled into the boat. He was 
then taken to the Charity Hospital, where the 
bullet was extracted from his thigh, after which 
he was removed to the station-house. Capts. 
Raeder and Cranmer were also removed to the 
hospital. 

At 9o’clock yesterday morning. when Capt. Tay- 
lor was taken before Judge Peloubet for examina- 
tion he was in such a condition that the Judge re- 
manded him and ordered that a physician be sum- 
moned to attend him. When the prisoner was 
taken back to the cell he became very violent, and 
attempted to commit suicide, first by plunging a 
sharp-pointed pencil into his neck and then by 
dashing his head against the wall. With great 
diffcuity he was put in a strait-jacket, but, sub- 
sequently, when an attendant was walking him u 
and down in the yard, he broke away and’ precipt- 
tated himself headlong onthe brick wall of a vault. 
He was then strapped to a board and removed to 
the Charity Hospital, where he will be detained un- 
til the County Physician can examine him,
